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IN THE WIND 


Team Kawasaki's Jeff Emig (Kaw) won 
the Chaparral AMA Amateur Champi- 
onship Week Pro Shootout held at Glen 
Helen Raceway in San Bernardino, Cal- 
ifornia, Sunday, December 29. The 
shootout took the top 10 riders from 
the earlier 125cc and 250cc Pro races 
and put them in a head-to-head race, 
with the 125s getting roughly a 50-sec- 
ond head start. David Pingree (Kaw) 
and Craig Decker (Kaw) finished sec- 
ond and third, respectively. Emig won 
the 250cc Pro race, with teammate Ryan 
Hughes (Kaw) finishing second and 
Mike Brown (Yam) taking third. Casey 
Johnson (Kaw) won the 125cc Pro race, 
followed by Decker and French import 
David Vuillemin (Yam). 


Ron Tichenor (Suz) and Ricky 
Carmichael (Kaw) were the big Pro- 
class winners in the first round of the 
Florida Winter AMA Motocross Series, 
held December 28-29 in Gainesville, 
Florida. Tichenor topped Barry Carsten 
(Suz) and Anthony Pocorobba (Suz) in 
winning the 250cc Pro class while 
Carmichael beat Tichenor and Brock 
Sellards (Kaw) to capture the 125cc Pro 
class. 


Japanese road racer Tadayuki Okada 
became the first man ever to lap the 
Suzuka Circuit in Suzuka City, Japan, 
in under 2:08 when he lapped at 2:07.88 
on a Honda NSR500, December 12. 
Okada was nearly a full second quicker 
than Spaniard Alex Criville during the 
private Honda test with Criville turn- 
ing in a 2:08.75. The fastest of the 
Honda superbike riders was Japan's 
Yuichi Takeda with a lap of 2:10.07, just 
a fraction quicker than John Kocinski. 
Kocinski, who was having his first ride 
on a Honda RC45, lapped at 2:10.08. 
Shinichi Itoh, who will ride a Honda 
RC45 in the All-Japan Championship in 
1997, lapped at 2:10.35. 


And the mystery racer is... Former 
AMA Superbike National Champion 
Thomas Stevens will be the number- 
one rider for the all-new Vance & 
Hines Ducati team in the 1997 AMA 
Superbike National Championship. 
“We have a verbal agreement and I’m 
really excited about it," Stevens said 
prior to Christmas. "I'm looking for- 
ward to having the opportunity of 
working with Vance & Hines again. We 
had great success in the past and I'm 
sure we'll do it again. Jim (Leonard, 
V&H's crew chief and Stevens' 
mechanic during his 1991 champi- 
onship season) pushed really hard to 
get me the ride and we're going to meet 
with success." The Vance & Hines 
Ducati team may end up missing the 
first two races of the series in Phoenix 
and Daytona. 


Motocrosser Keith Bowen has signed a 
contract that will see him ride factory 
KTMs in the 1997 500cc World Champi- 
onship MX Series, according to his 
team, Silent Sport Racing. Bowen takes 
over the ride vacated by 1996 World 
Champion Shayne King. According to 
Silent Sport, Bowen will compete in the 
Grand Prix series and later in the year 
will race in the AMA Four-Stroke 
Nationals as well as some German 
indoor events. The team is based in 
Germany. 


KTM also signed on former 125cc 
National MX Champion Guy Cooper, 
who was recently dropped by Suzuki. 
Cooper and KTM have yet to finalize a 
firm schedule for 1997, but Cooper will 
compete in selected events. “We basi- 





cally hired him on a promotional basis, 
but he'll do selected fun events as 
well," said KTM's Scot Harden. "Guy is 
a true (motorcycle) enthusiast and that 
is what KTM is all about." 


Representatives from PACE Motor 
Sports and KTM America have an- 
nounced the creation of the KTM 
Junior Supercross Challenge, races 
which will be held at all 14 AMA 
Supercross events in 1997. Twelve rid- 
ers will be selected in advance from 
each host city and the youngsters will 
compete on identically prepared 1997 
KTM 50cc KTM SXR Pro Junior 
minibikes. Riders interested in partici- 
pating can pick up applications at their 
local KTM dealer. The AMA Supercross 
Series begins on January 11 at the Los 
Angeles Memorial Coliseum in Los 
Angeles. 


BMW of North America and AHRMA 
are offering 200 motorcyclists the 
opportunity to take three laps around 
the high banks of Daytona Internation- 
al Speedway with the BMW Legends 
during Motorcycle Week on March 3. A 
special "Ladies Only" PaceRide will be 
available as well as a general PaceRide 
which will be open to both men and 
women. All PaceRides will be open to 
owners of all brands of motorcycles. 
The Legends, meanwhile, will serve as 
motorcycle marshals. Those interested 
in participating can obtain rules and 
registration information from their 
local BMW motorcycle dealer. A $75 
entry fee will include track and hot-pit 
passes for Monday's and Tuesday's 
AHRMA races at the speedway. 


More details have been released 
regarding Freddie Spencer's High Per- 
formance Riding School, scheduled to 
begin this year at Las Vegas Motor 
Speedway in Las Vegas, Nevada. Stu- 
dents at the school will ride Honda 
CBR600 F-3s and all classes will be lim- 
ited to 10 participants.

McGrath set to form ow. 
racing team 


ne of the most extraordinary, burn- 
O ing rumors in recent memory has left 

the motocross rumor mill in ashes. 
The flame? Four-time AMA Supercross 
Champion Jeremy "Showtime" McGrath 
(right) is expected to leave Team Honda in 
order to form a new racing program called 
Nac Nac Enterprises with backing from 
American Suzuki, Suzuki of Troy, 1-800- 
Collect and a clothing company to be 
named later. No one on either side of the 
story - American Honda, McGrath or said 
sponsors - would officially confirm or deny 
the story, though the consensus is that as of 
midnight on December 31, 1996, McGrath's 
four-year relationship with Honda will be 
over. 

"There are a lot of things going on right 
now, things that I can't really discuss, but I 
think everything will be worked out in a 
matter of days," McGrath said just before 
Christmas. "I've been doing a lot of testing 
and talking with a lot of different people 
and I'm going to do what's right for me. I'm not sure whether that means staying with 
Honda or doing something else entirely." 

The reasons for the anticipated McGrath / Honda split are said to be numerous. Mat- 
ters of contract restrictions, outside sponsorship, video rights and the equipment itself 
have all been mentioned, though McGrath says that it all comes down to personal satis- 
faction. 

“I just want to enjoy myself and the sport like I always have," the all-time win- 
ningest rider in AMA Supercross history said. "I want to maintain my focus and desire 
and work with people who will allow me to be my same old self. That's what got me to 
the top in the first place and that's what's going to keep me there." 

^We don't know what's going on, so there really is no statement to make," said 
Team Honda motocross manager Wess McCoy Monday, December 30. "It's all rumors 
and speculation at this point. The only people who know where things stand right now 
are Jack McGrath, Jeremy McGrath and Dave Stephenson (McGrath's manager). I 
haven't spoken to any of those three or anyone else from Showtime Racing or Nac Nac 
(Enterprises) since the week of (December) 16th." 

When asked who might be on the short list to replace McGrath, McCoy said: "There 
is no short list as far as we know. We don't have a plan to counter because we don't 
really know what's going on. And besides, I don't want to get into anyone else's busi- 
ness - riders or teams - because that's just not the way I want to do business. Besides, 
those decisions all get made upstairs." 

So upstairs we went. Ray Blank, vice president of operations at American Honda, 
said: "We came to a financial agreement (with McGrath) back in August and every- 
thing was set, but negotiations continued back and forth on particulars. He (McGrath) 
wanted to maintain his own rights on himself and has put together his own deal. As of 
now (December 30) it appears that contract discussions have ceased on Jeremy's side. 
He (McGrath) has put together a deal for himself for 1997 and Honda isn't a part of it. 
The signing of a contract is just a formality now. 

“This is a surprise to us,” Blank added. "We've had a great relationship." 

How does 1-800-Collect figure into all of this? Apparently the company was more 
interested in working with McGrath as an individual than as a member of Team 
Honda, a package deal that would include teammates Steve Lamson and Scott Sheak. 

And Suzuki of Troy? The Dayton, Ohio-based business, which is better known for 
its Honda of Troy racing team, will be a major sponsor of the team. 

American Suzuki? There is said to be a factory bike and a spot in the truck for 
McGrath, though he will not be an official member of the team. And Suzuki wll be; 
running 1-800-Collect on its team truck because Greg Albertyn also figures in 1-800. 
Collect's plans for the coming season. As for the apparel company yet-to-be-named, 
Thor seems the most likely candidate, but AXO, Fox and Answer have all been linked 
to McGrath's new team. 

Honda/Suzuki of Troy team owner Phil Alderton said: "This (McGrath having his 
own team) is going to happen. The papers won't be signed until the end of the year 
and the drawings are being finalized. His (McGrath) bike will be supplied by Suzuki, 
but will have our logos on it (and 1-800-Collect's). He'll run out of the Team Suzuki 
trailer and his mechanic will be Wyatt Seals (who tuned for Kawasaki's Ryan Hughesi 
last year). His team manager will be Roger DeCoster and his parents, Jack and Ann, 
will run the business end of the (NNE) team. 

“What's my reasoning for doing this? Purely business,” Alderton said. “A lot of 
people don’t know that Honda of Troy also sells Suzuki (and Yamaha) motorcycles, 
and we want to increase overall business. What better way to do that than to have the 
number-one rider?”

In a press release dated December 20, 
1996, Cycle Motion (EBSCO Media) 
team owner Landers Sevier announced 
that he will not renew his contract with

Sevier said in his release. "This increase 
in sales is requiring more and more of 
my time. Secondly, but not necessarily 
of lesser importance, I am wanting to 
spend more time with my wife, Barrett, 
who has also been 100 percent support- 
ive of my racing endeavors over the 
past six years that we've been married." 


Road racer Dave Sadowski is still 
without a contract for the 1997 racing 
'season, though he'd very much like to 
compete in the NASB Formula USA 
Series again. "I was hoping to get back 
with Vance & Hines, but that didn't 
work out," Sadowski said. "Formula 
USA is probably the best place for me 
right now, but things are still wide 
open. I just needed a change from the 
Honda, but they'll continue to run it." 
Sadowski raced a Bruce LaBelle-owned 
CBR9OORR in last year's F-USA Series. 


FOX Sports Net has been and will con- 
tinue to air the AMA/PJ1 National Are- 
nacross Series in 1997. The Rockford, 
Illinois, race will air on January 8; the 
Fort Worth, Texas, round will air on 
January 15; the Oklahoma City, Okla- 
homa, race will air on January 22; the 
Niagara Falls, New York, race will 
show on January 29; Cincinnati's round 
will air on April 3 and the Denver, Col- 
orado, race will be shown on April 10. 
The shows are scheduled to air at 8 
p.m. in all time zones, but check your 
local listings to be certain.

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Two-stroke dilemma 


I have read the interview with the hon- 
orable Mr. John Dunlap III twice 
(“Clearing the Air,” #50, January 1), yet 
I fail to understand where the link is 
between off-road two-stroke motorcy- 
cles and the public health. 

I understand fully that the typical 
two-stroke engine is the worst internal 
combustion engine ever as far as specific 
fuel consumption and tail-pipe emis- 
sions. I agree with Mr. Dunlap that the 
major manufacturers have not done as 
much as they should to address these 
issues. The manufacturers very likely 
have the technology to clean up these 
engines, and maybe the actions by 
CARB will accelerate the movement of 
this technology to the marketplace. I cer- 
tainly hope something will be done soon 
regarding these engines as I have lived 
for two years in Bangkok, Thailand, and 
have seen what happens to air quality 
when 1,000 new two-stroke motorcycles 
are added to the population center per 
day. 

My point of disagreement is with the 
linkage between off-road two-stroke 
motorcycles and the public health, and 
the duplicity in Mr. Dunlap's argu- 
ments. Mr. Dunlop provided no data 
suggesting a relationship between the 
public health and California's off-road 
two-stroke motorcycles when used on 
public land in a non-competitive man- 
ner. If the streets of Los Angeles were 
overrun with two-stroke motorcycles, 
then yes, there would be a public health 
issue, due to the proximity of the public 
to the source of the pollution. 

Off-road motorcycles, on the other 
hand, are far away from the public. 
Their tail-pipe emissions are highly 
diluted across vast, wide-open spaces. 
The hydrocarbons Mr. Dunlap are con- 
cerned over biodegrade over a few days 
through exposure to sunlight. 

Mr. Dunlap offers no statistics on 
who is suffering a health issue from off- 
road two-stroke motorcycles. The only 
group I can think of would be the 
motorcycle riders themselves... I find 
Mr. Dunlap's four-stroke solution a bit 
bewildering. I thought that off-road 
two-strokes had a limited operating 
time out on the trail, due to poor fuel 
consumption and the need for premix- 
ing oil with fuel. Instead it is better to 
have the big four-stroke motorcycles 
ripping across the desert all day, getting 
refills at any country gas station. 

The final laugh is Mr. Dunlap's 
exemption for motocross riders in sanc- 
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tioned competitions. Let me see if I 
understand this: It is okay to fill up the 
Los Angeles Coliseum with thousands 
of fans and have them breathe blue 
smoke and God knows what else from 
two-stroke motocross bikes and there is 
no threat to public health. But take those 
same bikes a hundred miles from Los 
Angeles and ride them on public land, 
and there is an instant public health 
threat. Huh?

Jeff Emig 
nailed the title with 27 points to spare, followed by Ryan Hughes, Damon Huffman 
and Sebastien Tortelli (who also won the ’96 125cc World MX Championship on a 
KX125). Ah, world domination. What a pleasant way to roll into the New Year.

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, DEC. 10 
oug Chandler was never able to 
n wear the number-one plate when 
he won his first AMA Superbike 
title back in 1990. Instead, he packed his 
bags and headed for the Grands Prix. 

This time he's decided to stick 
around and defend his title, and the 
Muzzy Kawasaki rider gave a preview 
of what to expect during the tire tests at 
Daytona International Speedway in 
mid-December. 

Chandler showed up at the annual 
winter tire tests with the ^1" on the nose 
of his title-winning Muzzy Kawasaki 
and rode like the champion he is. These 
tests are as much about bragging rights 
as they are about compounds and con- 
structions, and Chandler went away 
with considerable crowing power after 
showing how eager he is for a third title. 

At the end of the three-day Dunlop 
test, Chandler had not only set fast lap, 
a hand-timed 1:49.94, but had also done 
a 20-lap endurance test at a pace that 
would easily win the Daytona 200 in 
March. 

"| think we did 24 laps, good times. 
They were all 51s, except for one," 
Chandler said at the end of the test. 
"That's pretty respectable, I thought. I 
figured I could have done 50s, but I just 
wasn't that comfortable. I was pretty 
comfortable with 51s. I think that's as 
good or better than what they ran the 
race last year. I figure that's a good test. 
I think I actually did one or two laps 
more than I was planning on."

"Theoretically, that's 
good enough to win the race," said Jim 
Allen, Dunlop's North American road 
racing manager, adding that the 1996 ~ 
Daytona 200 was run mostly in the low 
52s and high 51s. "He's damn confident 
he can do 50s and 495." 

As encouraging as the times were, 
they weren't the most heartening part of 
the test to Allen. 

"This was the first test I’ve ever been 
to at Daytona where we didn't overheat 
a tire," Allen said. "Not one blistered, 
not one chunked." 

"I'm pretty happy with the Dunlops, 
but it was pretty uneventful," Smokin' 
Joe's Honda's Steve Crevier agreed. 
"Last year and the year before I had a 
lot of wheel chunking. This year there 
was no chunking and a lot more grip 
and the dual compound, I think, is real- 
ly good. A little more grip when you're 
in the middle of the corner and the slide 
is really consistent." 

These tires were a generation 
removed from the ones that Dunlop 
tested during the NASB/F-USA races at 
the end of October which, in turn, were 
a few removed from the March race

sessions. “We fell on our faces in March,” 


| Allen admitted. "It was abysmal, 
depressing for everybody." 

That hurdle cleared, the teams and 
tire companies were able to concentrate 
on the season and not just one race. But 
because Daytona is so important, the 
tire companies like to test here as often 
as possible before the race. So between 
the final two races of the AMA Super- 
bike season, title combatants Chandler

and DuHamel came here for a test in 
September to help develop tires for the 
fall F-USA races. 

The third-generation spec tires which 
were tried in December will be 
improved upon again, but already 
Chandler has noticed an improvement 
from September. 

“It’s the next step. It's more like what 
we had in October," Chandler said after 
his endurance run. "Today it seemed 
almost as warm, it's windy, it's about 
how it should be when we get out there 
in March. I was just running by myself. I 
was pretty comfortable. I never really 
got too hot. Just tried to keep a good, 
steady pace. With a little improvement, I 
think we'll do 50s easy." 

There has been an improved casing 
which allows for a smoother ride at a 
lower temperature. And Dunlop has 
gone to a 16.5-inch rear which, Allen 
says, “just has more grip by virtue of its 
construction."

There were four different 16.5s to try. 
Interestingly, Yoshimura Suzuki's Larry 
Pegram and Aaron Yates both said there 
was no big difference between the old 
and new tires. But Chandler, DuHamel 
and Pascal Picotte all said there was a 
big difference. "Pascal was absolutely 
adamant," Allen said. 

Dunlop brought 26 different varieties 
of tires here, fronts and rears, DOTs and 
slicks. Last year it was closer to 40 and 
more than one rider remarked that hav- 
ing fewer to test made their jobs easier. 
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“Dunlop’s really got their act togeth- 
er this year and there's less tire choice," 
Crevier said. 

There were two rears that Chandler 
tried endurance runs on. The first was 
successful, the second less so, and the 
run was aborted. 

“Tt looked like it had some promise, 
but it fell on its face,” Allen said. “Tt just 
lost grip." 

Still, the one-lap times were significant- 
ly better than last year's test and were run, 
with one glaring exception, on race tires. 











Last December, Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Anthony Gobert turned a best of 1:50.73, 
with DuHamel at 1:50.89, and Yamaha's 
Colin Edwards II clocking at 1:50.99. 
This year it was Chandler's Muzzy 
Kawasaki fastest at 1:49.94 with a num- 
ber of laps in the low 50s. His time was 
nearly eclipsed by Picotte (1:49.98) who, 
because of a breakdown in communica- 
tions within Dunlop, had one of the few 
qualifying tires at the test. 

The teams were originally told that 
there were no qualifiers, but a handful 
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were brought and Picotte got hold of | 
one to clock his best time. Muzzy | 
Kawasaki's Rob Muzzy was incensed | 
when he found out about the qualifiers, | 
though nothing except bragging rights 
was really at stake. 

Even without the qualifier, Picotte's |

capturing the World Superbike Championship in 1993 

with Scott Russell. That’s only three years ago. But 
because of the success that Rob Muzzy has enjoyed, it seemed 
like a much longer drought than it actually was. 

Everything that Muzzy did in the United States over the past 
few years seemed to go wrong and no amount of money or 
effort could change that. 

In 1995, Muzzy suffered a setback when Russell defected to 
the Lucky Strike Suzuki GP team early in the World Superbike 
season and the AMA Superbike team felt the reverberations. 
Things were different in 1996. 

Again there was very little success on the 
World Superbike front, but in an odd way the 
failure of that effort was partially responsible 
for the success in America. Once the Kawasaki 
factory realized that its greatest hope for a title 
was in the United States, it allowed Muzzy, 
who was contracted to attend all of the World 
rounds, to concentrate on the AMA series. 
Whether he was there or not, the AMA Super- 
bike team was a dynamo, gaining confidence 
with every race, consistently finishing near the 
top, and at the front when it counted most, in 
the title-clinching final race at Las Vegas Motor 
Speedway. The team enters the 1997 season 
with the number one on the front of Doug 
Chandler's bike and a year's development on 
the ZX-7R. 

Muzzy found out late last year that he 
wouldn't be asked to continue running 
Kawasaki's World Superbike effort. It was 
more a relief than a disappointment. And by 
choosing German Harold Eckl, whose experi- 
ence is in running the Mohag Aprilia 250cc GP 
team, the factory has shown that it's reduced 
its commitment to the series. 

Leaving the grueling World Superbike trail 
will allow Muzzy and all of his best people to 


concentrate on defending their AMA Superbike title, and try to. 


win a 600cc Supersport title to go with it. 

“I think it'll strengthen our team considerably,” Muzzy said 
during the Dunlop test. Already Steve Johnson, who headed the 
World Superbike effort, is back with the American team and 
was hard at work in Daytona. "Already everybody has more 
energy, excitement, enthusiasm than before," Muzzy said. 
"Even testing-wise. We can concentrate our effort. That's one 
direct benefit for our performance." 











The change will also allow Muzzy to do what he most enjoys 
doing - hands-on development of the machinery. The dividends 
were paid during the year in the steady progress of the ‘96 ZX- 
7R. 


“Everything is different from when we were here last year," 
Chandler said after setting fast time at Daytona. “In March we 
were fighting a lot of having too much weight on the front end 
and the rear always wanting to come around, off throttle, on 
throttle. It was just a battle. Now it's got really good balance. 
You can charge the corner; you don't get a whole lot of rear 
wheel sliding. It's got really good drive on throttle, off the cor- 
ner. I think that's the major improvement. And we've been run- 
ning a lot better. When we came here in March, the things were 
stones. I, myself, wanted to race the '95 because it was a better 
bike. Reliability-wise, no. But now this is by far the superior 
bike." 

Chandler was testing both of his 1996 race bikes with a few 
new modifications, one of which was a single-sided swingarm. 
The piece was developed mostly for street use by RAM, a com- 





pany in Monte Carlo. Muzzy agreed to help develop it with an > 


eye toward using its quick-change capabilities in the 200. 

It's a little heavier than the stock unit, but about the same 
weight as the quick-change unit used exclusively for the 200. 
Chandler didn't think it was dramatically better and set his fast 
time using the conventional swingarm. Muzzy wasn't sure if 
they'd use the one-sided piece in March, but if they do, it'll be 
its only appearance. 

Joining Chandler at the test were Tommy Hayden, who

times were near the top of the superbike 
list and his 600cc Supersport times were 
in a world of their own. His best of 
1:55.89 was not only over a second bet- 
ter than DuHamel's time from a year 
ago, but was nearly as fast as teammate 
Aaron Yates' 750cc Supersport time 
from last December. DuHamel qualified 
on the pole in 1996 with a time of 
1:57.393. 

“I did 55.9 two laps in a row, and 56- 
| flat the lap before," Picotte said. 
| ^Miguel's best lap time by himself was 





made his Muzzy Kawasaki debut at the fall NASB /F-USA races, 
and Todd Harrington, who rode this year for 4&6 Cycles. Hay- 
den put time on both the superbike and 600 and ran a simulated 
race with Harrington on the final day of the test. Their times 
were comparable - Harrington's best was a 1:57.59, a tenth faster 
than Hayden's best, though they ran much of the time in tan- 
dem. 

“It was kind of a simulation race to look at the tires," said 
Harrington, who deemed the test a success. "I was supposed to 
do 18 laps, but I didn't see the in board, so I did a couple more. I 
did 20, something like that." 

It was only about a month prior to the December 9-11 test 
that Harrington got the call from Muzzy with the offer to join 
the team. He said he was "bummed out when something hadn't 
happened sooner" because he'd talked with Yamaha and Vance 
& Hines. “I was running out of options. They were closing.” 

Then Muzzy called, asking if Harrington wanted to race the 
600cc Supersport class again this year. He'd won his first 600cc 
Supersport race at Elkhart Lake on his way to a 11th-place finish 
in the championship on a private Kawasaki. 
He noticed right away how much more potent 
the Muzzy 600 was. 

“Tt accelerates a lot harder, it hooks up a lit- 
tle better,” Harrington said. “All in all, it's a 
better package. Acceleration off the corners, it 
really pulls hard." 

^Mine ran pretty good," Harrington added 
later. "It was a fast bike, but it just never accel- 
erated like this. This thing really pulls out of 
the corners. I don't know if it's jetting or what, 
but it works well. It has a lot better traction. I 
think a lot of that is because of the new tires. I 
was trying a lot of different things just to get a 
feel for whether or not it's in the ballpark. I 
was just trying to get headed in the right direc- 
tion, because apparently they weren't real sure 
after (Mike) Smith ran it last year." 

Hayden did double duty, steadily dropping 
his superbike times into the 1:53s while keep- 
ing up with most of the pack on the 600. One of 
the reasons Muzzy was convinced to sign him 
up was that he was able to make the main 
event at a Grand National Championship Mile 
in one of his first attempts. Those were some of 
the skills that Hayden was putting to use here. 

“I was getting a lot more used to sliding it,” 
said Hayden, who gradually began hanging 
the back out exiting turn one. "I'm not so cautious." 

Hayden had never taken part in an organized tire test like 
this and wasn't asked to try a lot of different superbike tires. 
"I'm just trying to get track time," he said. 

But on the 600 it was different. He learned a lot about tire 
conservation during his and i s mock race. 

"You can tell when they're brand new and fresh and when 
they're worn in good after the 10th or 11th lap," Hayden said. 
"They didn't get any worse." 








58.19. He did some 5s when he was 
behind me. I did all my lap times by 
myself." 

A member of a rival team who was 
timing the riders said that Picotte was 
nearly 1.5 seconds faster than anyone 
else through the infield. 

The Suzuki GSXR600 showed that, 
for an all-new bike, it was ready to run. 
As impressive were the strides the team 
made on the GSXR750 which, each team 
member said, went a long way toward 
explaining their improved times. 

Chandler ran his 1996 ZX7R at the 
test, a bike which he chose not to race in 
March because it wasn't sufficiently 
developed. After a season's develop- 
ment, Chandler said it was a "far superi- 
or" bike. And he also said the next one

Mladin gets to grips

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, DEC. 9 

ichelin’s December tire tests at 

Daytona Beach were consider- 

ably more low-key than its 
= predecessors. Last year the 
French tire giant had a number of riders, 
including Promotor Ducati’s Troy Cors- 
er and Mike Hale, and Lucky Strike 
Suzuki's Scott Russell testing the rubber 
that they’d use in March. 

This year, because of changes in a 
number of teams and the choice of oth- 
ers to skip the 200, it was left entirely to 
the newest recruits on the Fast by Fer- 
racci Ducati team to fly thé Michelin 
flag. And they had to do it in a hurry. 
The first day of the two-day test was 
rained out and their makeup day was 
cut a few hours short because many of 
the team members, along with Miche- 
lin’s point man, had to leave Daytona 
early. 

“It’s tough when you get rained out 
on your first day,” said Michelin’s Jean 
Herisse. “The first day is to get the 
teams up to speed. You get your best 
results on day two. We were able to 
share some track time with Dunlop 
Monday so we got nearly two days on 
track.” 

Compounding their problems was a 
number of machine gremlins on the FBF 
Ducatis, as well as one which arrived 
late due to a shipping error. Four 
machines were brought to the test, one 
with the new spec 1997 motor, and by 
the end of the test three had mostly quit 
running. 

“We expect a little trouble when we 
come to Daytona. It’s three months in 
advance of the Daytona 200," Ferracci 
said. “This time, we had more trouble 
than what we needed. We had four 
motorcycles and we had lots of trouble 
with two of the bikes. This slows you 
down because you want to do things on 
the track and you end up working on 
the bikes. It's also hard for the riders to 
switch from one bike to another. (Mat) 
Mladin rode three different bikes while 
we were here." 

Of the new teammates, former 
Yoshimura Suzuki rider Mladin was the 
faster, clocking a single best lap of 
1:51.00, though he told friends he did it 
on a qualifying tire. In his first outing on 
a superbike, and first time on Michelins, 
Gerald Rothman Jr. was able to lap at 
1:52.96, a time he knows he can improve 
on and one which wasn’t far off the 
times that Larry Pegram ran in his FBF 
debut last December. 

“I think Eraldo (Ferracci) seems pret- 
ty happy and Michelin's pretty happy 
because the track's pretty green and my 
first time on the bike and a few dramas, 
so the first time wasn't really that bad," 
the 24-year-old Mladin said. ^I think 
Corser qualified mid-49 (1:49.387) so I'm 
sort of one and one half seconds off, so 
that's not too bad really. We'd be in the 
top five. I'm sure with another day, a bit 
more rubber on the track, I’m sure we 
would have gotten there." 

Since he's raced against the Ducatis 
for the past few years, both here and in 
his native Australia, Mladin had some 
idea what to expect. 





"Basically, anything about six and 
half thousand and it's time to go sort of 
thing. Whereas last year, anything 
under 11 thousand, nothing was hap- 
pening," Mladin said. "To put it in per- 
spective, it's a totally different designed 
engine and everything. Just because the 
Suzuki never done anything under 11 
thousand doesn't mean, because the 
Ducati does it at six thousand that it's so 
much different. Definitely the accelera- 
tion is better, there's no doubt about it. 

"I wouldn't say hard to get used to, it 
takes a different approach and with the 
Michelin tires, the riding style is a little 
bit different and it's something I’m 
going to have to adapt to within the 
next few days of testing wherever we 
go. It's absolutely no use to me to go out 
there and try to break Troy Corser's 
qualifying lap record. It's totally point- 
less. As long as we're ready to go, and 
comfortable on the bike by mid-Febru- 
ary, that's all that matters," Mladin 
added. 

Mladin had a signed contract at Day- 
tona. Rothman, who rode for Moto Lib- 
erty last year, was in the strange posi- 
tion of having a verbal agreement, but 
nothing signed. Still, he was pretty sure 
that if his times were competitive he'd 
end up in Ferracci colors next year. 

“We did some respectable times. We 
(himself and Mladin) were progressing 
at about the same rate," Rothman said. 
“He was about 10 laps ahead of me 
because my bike just wouldn't fire up. 
Once I got it going, we started progress- 
ing pretty well. І was happy that he 
wasn't much, much faster right away. 

"The first thing I noticed from riding 
it, when you're riding on the banking 
you've got to really pay attention to 
where you're going. If you turn it in 
early and don't wait for the first bank- 
ing, you can't turn it and you'll get 
yourself into the wall and you'll have to 
back out of it. You really have to watch 
your line on both bankings. At the same 
time, trying to stay tucked under the 
shield and do that. It's real tough." 

Last year Ferracci doubled his win 
total from 1995 from one to two. But 
both races were won by Italian Alessan- 
dro Gramigni, who wasn't in the title 
hunt and who wasn't asked back this 
year. In 1995 Ferracci had three riders, 
with veterans Freddie Spencer and Mike 
Smith, and Takahiro Sohwa. 

He went with youth in 1996, Larry 
Pegram and Shawn Higbee. Pegram was 
on the podium a number of times, but 
neither he nor Higbee were serious title 
contenders and Ferracci wants to win 
another title. He's under more pressure 
this year since the changes in ownership 
of the Cagiva/Ducati concern and the 
emergence of Vance & Hines as a sec- 
ond Ducati effort in the United States. 
V&H won't likely challenge for the title 
this year since equipment availability 
problems means they'll likely skip the 
first two races. So Ferracci has to be 
there from the start, and he thinks he 
has the riders to do it. 

“I chose Mladin because I know him 
from when he was on a Cagiva (racing 
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the 500cc World Championship in 
1993)," Ferracci explained. "Last year, 
about four months ago, I started to think 
and I was not satisfied with what I got. 
And I think that he's got the potential to 
do well. He's a little aggressive, I think, 
because he does the GPs and he should 
be more aggressive toward my bike. It's 
got a lot of power. Rothman, he's just 
another guy and maybe he doesn't got 
enough experience, but he doesn't give 
up so easy. I have to get another guy. 
He's got a couple of years, maybe three 
or four years left." 

Ferracci's relationship was always 
directly with the Castiglione brothers at 
the factory headquarters in Varese. With 
the larger part of the ownership shifting 
to the Texas investors, Ferracci can see 
that he won't have the same access. 

"See, the new company, they don't 
know too much about motorcycles so 
they're looking in America to have a 
strong image," Ferracci said. "So they 
saw that Vance & Hines got a pretty 
good team and stuff like this and they 
want to improve, without damaging my 
situation. l'm here to do my program 
and do the best I can. These guys that 
bought the company, they own the fac- 
tory now. 

"The (Castiglione) brothers do a little 
bit less, so I used to deal with the broth- 
ers and then maybe sometimes I speak 
with somebody new. But now the broth- 
ers, they don't want to know too much 
and these guys might want to step on 
my foot. To me it's no big deal because I 
go racing. If I got to race against Vance 
& Hines with a Ducati, I’ve got to race 
Vance & Hines with the Yamaha." 

One major difference is that Vance & 
Hines will be using Dunlops, leaving 
Ferracci to continue as the only Miche- 
lin-backed AMA Superbike team. Being 
the only Michelin team means that he 
doesn't get as much hands-on support, 
but there is an upside also. 

"Remember when I went with Dun- 
lop, I was the only team racing Dunlop 
when I went to World Superbike in 
1991, everybody was on Michelin. Our 
confidence is so high and last year we 
had pretty much good tire. Daytona we 
had better tire, at the end I got caught at 
Las Vegas. All of a sudden I’m team 
owner, suspension genius, tire chooser, 
engine builder," Ferracci said. 

Like:Dunlop, Ferracci used the fall 
NASB/F-USA races to test a new spec 
tire. Larry Pegram finished third in the 
first leg, then lost a huge chunk of tire 
on the front straight in the second seg- 
ment. 

"The problem with (the fall race) at 
Daytona, he was going, Pegram was 
smoking the tire just to pass the guy, 
and abuse the tire so much, the tire the 
last two laps was junk," Ferracci said. 
"The same thing happened one year 
with Dunlop, everyone chunked the tire, 
then come the races, everybody took off, 
everybody open up, slide the tire in turn 
one, coming out of the horseshoe and 
going on the bank and going on the 
other bank, you can burn the tire in 
three laps." 

Doug Polen, who ran the Michelins 
in October, said they were dual com- 
pound and Mladin said his tires were 
also. But Ferracci was more guarded in 
his comments. 

“It's not to me to say, but Michelin 
run a dual compound since 1991 with 
Raymond Roche,” Ferracci said. “They 
use a lot of these, particularly in Day- 
tona, Phillip Island, they have many 
more turn on the left. They have Hock- 
enheim which has more turn on the 
right side of the tire, so they do a special 
tire." 





Ferracci said that, despite their prob- 
lems, the team was able to test all of the 
tires Michelin brought and put enough 
laps on one tire to gauge its effective- 
ness in March. 

“1 had a good kind of indication we 
might go down there and we do well," 
Ferracci said. “We did four, five tires, 
start with tire last year, then went with 
tire from October. Start with those two, 
then we went with new construction 
tire, big in diameter, stuff like this, we 
went with that, 190 profile. The tire is 
brand new, pretty much." 

"To me, Daytona's a totally different 
race track," Mladin said. "It's not really 
a race track that the best rider's going to 
win all the time or the best motorbike or 
whatever. It's one of those races you 
have to go along and you just have to be 
there at the end, and if everything hap- 
pens, then good. 

"You're better off finishing third than 
racing for the lead and getting a zero 
when you go and crash the thing. If 
you're there at the end with this race 
track, if you're there with a couple of 
laps to go, you can put your head down 
and you can go. If you can't do it, you 
can't do it. Pick up whatever you can 
get and come out of there." €N

LAUGHLIN, NV, DEC. 7 
awasaki Team Green's Ty Davis 
K put the finishing touches on his 
1996 racing season by hitting the 
jackpot at the last event of the desert 
racing year in the gambling town of 
Laughlin. 

Davis chose a Kawasaki KX250 as his 
weapon of choice for the U.S. Hare 
Scrambles' tight, twisty, cactus-strewn 
course and was surprised to find him- 
self using every ounce of the quarter- 
liter's power and agility to hold his own 
in a battle with ex-Kawasaki-teammate- 
turned-KTM-racer Greg Zitterkopf that 
threatened to go all the way to the wire. 

But when the dust cleared at the end 
of 66 miles of fast and furious racing, 
Zitterkopf was nowhere to be seen. Last- 
minute ignition problems had left his 
Open-class KTM stranded in the final 
wash less than half a mile from the fin- 
ish, and the checkers, a comfortable 
three-minute margin, and the $350 
purse for the 250cc Expert win, 
belonged to Davis. 

“1 was off the pace today and I didn't 
know how close (Zitterkopf) was until 
the beginning of the last loop," said 
Davis, who also won last year's event. "I 
came through the pits the second time 
with 20 miles to go, they said I had zero 
lead. That got me going and I rode the 
last loop a lot faster than I rode the oth- 
ers.” 








ACERBIS USA LAUGHLIN U.S. HARE 
SCRAMBLES CHAMPIONSHIP 


The sixth and final event in the Best 
in the Desert Silver State Series, which is 
organized by Casey Folks, has earned a 
reputation for being one of the tightest 
and most technical races on the desert 
calendar and it’s hard to find a racer 
anywhere who hasn’t heard about 
Laughlin’s wall-to-wall cactus, but the 
race still drew the BLM-imposed limit of 
200 riders to the shores of the Colorado 
River. 

The first pair of riders left the timed 
start at 9 a.m. and the field followed, 
two riders at a time every 30 seconds. 
Davis headed out from row four and got 
the break he was looking for less than 
four miles into the course. 

“The course came down an off-cam- 
ber and onto a trail. You would think 
you would take the trail but you actual- 
ly went straight across it, and the top 
three or four guys all missed the course 
right there,” Davis said. “I could tell 
they had screwed up because I had a 
good trail to follow, then, suddenly, I 
had nothing.” 

The mistake by the earlier starters 
put Davis out in front and left KTM’s 
Nick Pearson, Destry Abbott and Jim 
Gray and KX250 racer Steve Hengeveld 
charging around in circles looking for 
ribbon. 

“It happened right off the start,” 
Hengeveld said. “There were four of 
us completely lost. It didn’t take very 
long to find the course again, but we 
could see there was dust in front of us,

and we were all in a panic from then 
on.” 

There was a little panic further back 
in the pack, too. Scott Morris crashed in 
the first mile, and Paul Krause did a big 
endo that landed him right in a choya. 

“Once I got done with the first sec- 
tion, I had an okay day, but I did two 
endos trying to pass in the dust and I 
fell over at a checkpoint and couldn’t 
get the bike started,” Krause said. “A 
500 is just too much here.” 

The course was laid out in a figure 











eight, with a 13-mile opening loop fol- 
lowed by a 20-mile second loop, and 
each racer was scheduled to complete 
two complete circuits. 

Davis was out in front when he 
cleared the first 13-mile section and 
flashed down pit row. Eighteen-year-old 
Pearson was nine seconds behind, fol- 
lowed Бу Hengeveld, KTM-mounted 
Gary Dircks, Abbott, KX250 racer from 
Idaho Brian Brown and Yamaha-mount- 
ed Oakley Lehman. 

“The course really surprised me,” 
Brown said. “They told me it was going 
to be tight, but I didn’t think it would be 
this tight, that’s for sure.” 

There was no time to work out the 
time-adjusted standings before the 
Open Pros shot past, led by Jim Gray, 
with Zitterkopf, Honda XR628 racer 
Johnny Campbell and Dave Ondas 
(KX500) close behind. 

As the tight, technical terrain contin- 
ued in the 20-mile section that made up 
the second half of the figure eight, a 
dream was starting to come true for 
Pearson. 

“1 caught up to Davis and pulled up 
right beside him," the KTM 250 racer 
said. ^I almost passed him. He is kind of 
my hero, so it felt pretty good to ride 
with him and see how he does it all." 

Pearson was a minute behind Davis 
at the end of the first circuit of the figure 
eight, but dropped back a little when he 
clipped a rock and fell heading into the 
second loop. Abbott was holding on to 
third, ahead of Hengeveld, and back in 


fifth in the physical standings, Zit- 
terkopf had broken through to the front 
of the Open Pro division and was start- 
ing to make his presence felt on adjusted 
time. 

^My bike was working really well 
and I knew I had the Open class won," 
said Zitterkopf, who recently traded his 
Kawasaki Team Green sponsorship for a 
ride on a Vosburg Racing-backed KTM. 
"] knew I was getting to be close to the 
overall with Davis, too, and that's what 
I was really going for by then." 










Further back in the pack, John Rudder 
was starting to make his presence felt in 
the Over 30 Pro division, Bryan Folks 
was looking like a runaway winner in the 
125cc Pro class, and motocrosser Mike 
Healey was strutting his stuff at the head 
of the Four-Stroke Pros. 

"This is only the second desert race 
I've done, and I'm not sure riding here 
last year counts as a whole race because 
I only got half the race in before they 
disqualified me for missing the course," 
said Healey, who was sporting an IMS- 
prepped Honda 440. 

As the racers headed into their sec- 
ond circuit of the figure eight, the rave 
reviews that had greeted the terrain the 
first time around started to change. 

“The second loop was really rough - 
really whooped out and chuckholed, 
and it had changed from a tight course 
to a wide, beaten trail," Davis said. 

The other thing that was changing 
was Davis' margin of safety. After rac- 
ing a little ahead of Zitterkopf on adjust- 
ed time all through the first half of the 
race, the Kawasaki pilot was in danger 
of losing the lead as Zitterkopf kept 
pushing hard behind him and, when he 
cleared the pits for the last time with 
just 20 miles to go, the pit board gave 
him the bad news: "Zero lead; push," 
read his pit board. 

"| didn't know he was close until the 
beginning of the last loop," Davis said. 
"Nick had been close earlier on - he was 
charging hard, so I upped the ante and 
pulled away from him, but when they 
told me I had zero lead, I didn't even 
know who it was. I knew it wasn't any- 
body in the 250 class, so I figured it had 
to be Zitterkopf or Healey." 

But the warning had the desired 
effect. 

“I hadn't been charging very hard. I 
was having a kind of lazy day," Davis 
said, "but that woke me up. It pumped 
me up and I finally got into the rhythm. 
I charged hard for the last loop once I 
got pushed." 

Also sneaking up in the time-adjust- 
ed standings was KX500-mounted Dave 
Ondas, who had turned a last-row-of- 
the-Open-Pros start into seventh overall 
in the physical standings. 

"Being last off the time was a big 
advantage because I could see where I 
was all day," Ondas said. "I passed all 
of the 500s except Zitterkopf and Jim 
"Gray, and Gray was just 10 seconds 
ahead of me, so I knew I had him on 
time. Last is a great place to start in a 
race like this if the dust isn't too bad." 

Further back in the pack, Jeff Fredette 
was putting the moves on an unsuspect- 
ing Bryan Folks and had sneaked up so 
close behind the KTM racer that his 
KX125 had taken the 125cc Pro lead on 
adjusted time. 

“I was trying too hard at the start of 
the race," Fredette said. "I saw him and 
got pumped up, and I went off a corner 
into a rock pile and went flying over the 
bars. Then I had to try to catch him 
again. That gets your adrenaline going, 
but it came together later on. I could see 
him and I knew I was probably leading 
on time, so I rode safe." 

After a two-year break, Garth Sweet- 
land was enjoying the ride of a lifetime 
and was threatening race-long leader 
John Rudder for Over 30 honors, and 
17-year-old Russell Pearson was turning 
heads with a rocket-like rise that had 
him out in front of the Sportsman's divi- 
sion and well within the top.10 overall 
on adjusted time. 

"| had a good race," Pearson said. “I 
never crashed or tipped it over once. 
The only problem was that I started to 
get tired."

Out in front, Davis was riding just as 
hard as he could, trying to stretch out a 
safety margin over Zitterkopf, who had 
started five rows behind him on the grid 
and could finish as much as two and a 
half minutes behind him and still take 
the win. 

Davis flashed across the finish with a 
total elapsed time of two hours and 
seven minutes, and turned nervously to 
watch for Zitterkopf's arrival, not know- 
ing that his challenger was kneeling 
beside his bike in the long wash that led 
into the finish. 

"]t (the bike) was running rich like it 
was fouling a spark plug all of a sud- 
den, then it just instantly died and that 
was that," said Zitterkopf, who started 
pushing the KTM up the road that ran 
alongside the wash. "The guy at the 
check said I would be disqualified if I 
didn't push the bike on the course and I 
really couldn't do that because it was all 
uphill," said Zitterkopf, who then 
switched to plan two. 

"One of our pit guys was going to 
ride out with an ignition so I could fix 
it, but (Casey Folks) said he couldn't 
bring it out on a bike - the only way he 
could do it was to walk, so he went 
back and parked the bike, then walked 
the part out to me and I put it in," Zit- 
terkopf said. "It took about half an 
hour, so by then I was way back, but if 
I finished, I would have the (Open 
Pro) championship for the year and

division. 
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that was important. But when it was 
all over, Folks disqualified me for out- 
side interference. That made me really 
mad, because we had been talking to 
him on the radio and he was saying 
you could do this, but not that, and we 
did everything he said. I could've 
walked in and got the part myself, 
then I would've been okay, but he 
didn't tell me I'd be kicked out. But 
what can you do? Whatever he says 
goes at these races." 

With Zitterkopf out of contention, 
Davis was in the clear and it was time 


for the beginning of a Team Green cele- ` 


bration. 

"The race was a lot of fun. Casey 
Folks always puts on good races and 
this is the best of the year," Davis said. 
“I chose to ride a KX250 here because 
the course is so tight. The bike is nar- 
rower, too, so you don't catch so much 
cactus, and that's a big concern because 
there's cactus everywhere." 

Second overall, and first in the Open 
Pro class, went to KX500-mounted Dave 
Ondas, and Nick Pearson's stellar per- 
formance earned him third overall, just 
a minute behind Ondas. 

Fourth overall was grabbed by Col- 
orado's Jim Gray, whose second-place 
finish in the Open Pro class, coupled 
with Zitterkopf's disqualification, gave 
him the win in the Open Pro champi- 
onship for the year and the $800 win- 
ner's booty. 








“I fell a couple of times,” Gray said. 
"That cost me a lot of time and cost me 
first in the class today because Dave 
Ondas caught up to me one of those 
times, but I’m happy about the class 
championship." 


Gray was followed in by Hengeveld, 


who scored third in the 250cc Pro class. 
The fourth 250cc Pro was Abbott, who 
fought all the way to sixth overall 
despite a recent bout of the flu, and Rus- 
sell Pearson topped the Sportsman rac- 
ers in a stunning seventh overall, estab- 
lishing himself as a racer to watch in 
upcoming events. 

Healey took Four-Stroke honors in 
eighth, ahead of Paul Krause and Brian 
Brown, and Scott Morris rode to 11th 
overall before discovering he had blown 
the head gasket on his KX500. 

Sweetland finished nine seconds 
ahead of Rudder to steal 12th overall 
and the win in the Over 30 Pro class. 
Sixteen-year-old Casey Longman took 
second in the Four-Stroke Pro division 


in 15th overall, and Fredette stayed right ` 


behind Bryan Folks to take the 125cc Pro 
win by less than a minute in 16th over- 
all. 

Sean Steele continued his domination 
of the Open Experts all the way to the 
checkers and took the class win in 18th 
overall, and Bill Maxim topped the Over 
40 Pros in 26th. €N

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: reaking the 1,000-bike produc- 
2? tion barrier with a single model 
da? may be no big deal for the likes 
of Honda or even BMW, but for 
a class operation like Bimota - where 
every bike that comes out of the Italian 
factory is essentially hand-built - it's a 
manufacturing milestone that's hap- 
pened only once in the company's 23- 
year history. It was in 1996, to be exact, 
with the SB6. 

It's no exaggeration to say that the 
sales success of the Suzuki GSXR1100- 
engined SB6 has been the key to Bimota's 
survival. The SB6 fueled the prestigious 
Italian marque's incredible comeback 
from near-extinction to fulfillment of the 
hopes that company surgeon Walter 
Martini had when he took over operation 
of the stricken company in May of 1993. 
Back then, Bimota was down and out 
saleswise, with a mere 382 bikes sold out 
of the 700-plus built in 1992. 

Martini realized Bimota needed a 
flagship mainstream product to prop up 
the company's balance sheet, as well as 
earn profits which would underwrite 
the costly development of the avant- 
garde Vdue fuel-injected 500cc two- 
stroke. So, he got Bimota engineering 
boss Pierluigi Marconi tg.fast-forward 
development of the SB6, which duly 
made its debut at the Milan Show that 
November. 

Thanks mainly to the SB6’s runaway 
success, Bimota's production doubled to 
1,230 bikes in 1994, and in 1996 broke 
the 1,500 barrier - with the SB6 account- 
ing for the lion's share of production 
both then and now. The fact that the 
Vdue exists at all - let alone is about to 
unleash GP-level, two-stroke perfor- 
mance on Joe Streetrider - is thanks to 
the SB6. Be grateful: Bimota manage- 
ment surely is. 

Of course, nothing lasts forever, least

of all at the leading edge of two- 
wheeled technology or in the fave rave 
fashion scene, both of which contrasting 
worlds Bimota serves in roughly equal 
measure. The Italian custom bike maker 
has become pretty adept at staying one 
step ahead of overnight obsolescence, 
when yesterday's flavor of the moment 
suddenly becomes today's candidate for 
the classic bike hall of fame. Just wait, 
it'll happen sooner than you expect even 
to a modern-day biking icon like the 
Ducati 916. 

Which explains the debut at the 
IFMA Cologne Show last October of the 
Bimota SB6R, a heavily revamped 
update of the original SB6, which is no 
longer in production. Actually, that's 
not entirely fair. The new version is 
more of a new model in its own right 
than a mere facelift - as discovered 
when I was handed the keys to the first 
production version the day after it 
returned from completing homologation 
tests, making it ready for sales liftoff. 

One might think from casting a swift 
eye over the new bike that the only 
major change that Bimota has wrought 
on the R-model was to give it a new set 
of clothes and a different paint job. 
Wrong. One will have a different opin- 
ion after the first twist of the wrist, as I 
found out while accelerating out of the 
factory yard and past the new building 
on the other side of the road into which 
Bimota has moved its machine shop and 
R&D/race department (in an effort to 
free up space in the main factory to fur- 
ther increase production). 





You immediately notice the engine 
response is much crisper and more 
immediate than on the old bike, leading 
- ahem - to a spot of embarrassment for 
yours truly. See, the throttle action is 
also so light and precise that I, er, made 
the mistake of assuming the SB6R had 
been fuel-injected, just as the GSXR750 
powered SB7 had been. See, it pays to 
read the press kit before riding the bike 
because the bottom line is that, no, it 
isn't fuel-injected, even if it feels as 
though it is. 

The R-model still wears the same 
40mm Mikuni Slingshots as before - 
only that Bimota has made radical 
improvements. to the entire performance 
of the GSXR1100 motor, as engineering 
boss PiLu Marconi was eager to explain, 
once he'd stopped laughing at me for 
asking if he'd used the same fuel-injec- 
tion package as on the SB7. 

"The biggest improvement we've 
made on the SB6R is in the airflow to the 
carbs," Marconi explained. "First we 
increased the size of the fully sealed air- 
box, and optimized the inlet flow 
through new intakes above the new, 
bigger radiator in the revised bodywork. 
But the most important change was to 
pressurize the float chambers of the car- 
buretors to the same level as the airbox. 
Why? Because this delivers a better flow 
of fuel, which is already primed for mix- 
ture with the incoming air, and allows 
us to run 10 percent bigger main jets, as 
well as obtaining - well, yes, the same 
throttle response as a fuel-injected bike. 

^With no other mechanical changes, 








apart from a new exhaust system with a 
shorter collector and revised silencers, 
we have significantly improved 
midrange performance, and have five 
percent more maximum horsepower at 
peak revs - up from 138 bhp at the rear 
wheel on the old SB6, to 145 bhp on the 
new bike. We also have a substantial 
increase in top speed: In homologation 
tests, the bike was trapped at 292 kph 
(181.04 mph), but that was only on a 
2km (1.24-mile) airport runway, with 
insufficient room to accelerate and stop 
to best effect. 

"]'m convinced we can beat the 
Honda CBR1100XX's 303 kph (187 mph) 
top speed in magazine tests with this 
bike on a banked track like Fiat's Nardo 
test venue in Southern Italy, and we'll 
be trying to prove that the SB6R is the 
fastest production street bike in the 
world there sometime next spring, when 
the weather warms up." 

Absolute top speed is pretty irrele- 
vant in real-world riding, though, unless 
you live in Germany and even then only 


on Sunday mornings on the right stretch 
of autobahn. But much more important 
is the vastly improved pickup from low 
revs at part throttle openings that the 
SB6R's new induction system delivers, 
as well as the midrange response while 
hard on the gas at higher speeds. 

Though the various chassis changes 
only reduce dry weight by 2.2 pounds 
from before to 418 pounds, the R-model 
really does accelerate more crisply and 
eagerly than before - and considering 
the old SB6 had every right to-wear the 
crown of undisputed speed king of the 
streets, before the CBR1100XX came 
along, that's really saying something. 

But, whereas before you had to get 
the Suzuki motor wound up above 7,000 
rpm to really get going when combined 
with the Bimota exhaust and induction 
system, now it really starts to motor 
more than two grand lower - and it's 
more crisp and responsive in doing so. 
The SB6’s rather soggy midrange has 
now been filled in, which makes the R- 
bike more rewarding to ride because 
you don't have to use the five-speed 
gearbox as much. It also makes the 
changes to the running gear quite wel- 
come. 

Chief of these is a revised chassis 
design, still Marconi's distinctive SLC 
(Straight Line Concept) format which 
debuted on the SB6, but with the whole 
lower part of the frame combining the 
swingarm pivot and shock mount now 
consisting of an alloy casting incorporat- 
ing a frame brace, an idea which came 
about a year ago on the YB9SRI and 



























adds substantially to the overall stiffness 
of this vital area. 

The swingarm also is all-new (now 
with the Bimota emblem stamped into 
the flanks - a nice touch), again much 
stiffer than before, thanks to a different 
construction. But even though it's also 
10mm longer than before, the weight 
distribution is unaltered, thanks to the 
bigger radiator and twin fans now fit- 
ted, as well as the substitution of the 
twin batteries in the nose of the bike 
(where you had to practically dismantle 
the bodywork to reach them) by a single 
12v/12Ah one in a new position atop 
the airbox, just behind the steering head. 
This not only offers improved accessibil- 
ity, but also helps compact the mass of 
the bike to improve handling, according 
to Martini. 

A gloomy but fortunately dry day 
spent in the hills behind Bimota's Adri- 
atic base revealed the SB6R to be better 
balanced than I remembered its prede- 
cessor being. The 46mm Paioli cartridge 
forks with carbon-clad alloy sliders to 
reduce unsprung weight are a holdover 
from the old bike, but with reduced 


internal tolerance on the stanchions, so 


there's less stiction than before, says 
Bimota test rider Gianluca Galasso. 

The steering geometry remains 
unchanged, but a combination of the 
slightly longer wheelbase and an all- 
new, less-progressive link (1:3 now, 
instead of 1:4) for the rear Ohlins shock 
seems to have improved ride quality. It 
definitely improves traction out of turns 
and makes the bike less nervous under 
hard acceleration while still cranked 
over a little, and also improves stability 
around fast, bumpy turns. 

The rear tire has been upsized to a 
190/55 Michelin radial instead of the 
180-section rubber used before, though 
still with a 5.50-inch rear wheel specially 
made for Bimota by Ferrari suppliers 
Antera. I think this is. too narrow for 
such a fat tire, but though Marconi 
admits to having tried a 6-inch rear 
wheel, he says it makes the steering 
heavier and the bike less nimble in 
changing direction. Thus they've gone 
back to the narrower rim, while Galasso 
insists that it's very hard to make the 
new bike slide with the 190-tire and the 
new link for the rear shock. 

Well, he’s much braver than I am and 
he's also ridden the bike in warmer 
weather than my day in the saddle, 
when I did get the rear wheel spinning a 
bit, cranking it up out of turns on the 
gas. The jury's out on this until we go to 
a race track in warm, dry weather. 

Another major change on the SB6R is 
the new rear subframe, which is now 
constructed of carbon fiber rather than 
fiberglass. This change also has the 
effect of lowering the seat height slight- 
ly, says Galasso, who believes the SB6R 
riding position is so relaxed for a sports 
bike that “you can go to sleep at 240 kph 
(148 mph) on the autostrada." 

Yeah, right. But I will admit that it is 
more comfortable than before, without 
such a sense of being perched on top of 
the bike, though perhaps that comes 
from the slightly more all-enveloping 
bodywork. Still, the formerly wide- 
spread clip-ons have been pulled back 
to deliver a more comfy positioning 
than before, though the width of the 
new fuel tank is such that you lock your 
thumbs against it while making a tight 
turn in town. Some cutouts in the flanks 
of the tank would prevent this, as the 
tank is now separate from the seat unit. 

Marconi says he's taken pains on the 
new bike to make everything more 
accessible than before, thus it features a 
first for a Bimota hyperbike: three-piece

bodywork, the separate tank and seat, 
and even the fact that the air filter is 
split in two so you can access the plugs 
to change them without practically dis- 
mantling the entire bike. But that more- 
rational riding position, and the much 
thicker seat padding, means that for the 
first time it should be possible to actual- 
ly enjoy a long point-to-point freeway 
journey on a Bimota, thanks also to the 
shape of the fuel tank which allows you 
to rest your chest on it at high speeds, 
tucked away behind the well-designed 
new fairing. 

The fairing actually is a little nar- 
rower and more slippery than before, 
because of the replacement of the oil 
cooler on the old model by the water- 
cooled heat exchanger from the Suzuki 
GSXR750, while Bimota also has delved 
into other Japanese parts bins to fit a 
new, bigger water radiator borrowed 
from the Yamaha YZF1000. This deliv- 
ers a more constant engine temperature 
at all speeds and in all climates - 80 C 
(176 F) is optimum water temp, says 
Marconi, while oil runs at 110 C (230 F) 
normally. 

But it's the vivid response and the 
take-no-prisoners torque of the Bimota's 
Suzuki motor that give you such a con- 
stant buzz when you ride the SB6R. This 
bike is so much fun and so forgiving to 
ride - much more so even than the old 
SB6, which was really more of a traffic- 
light special that could go around cor- 
ners pretty well. The new bike is much 
more ridable, in turn encouraging you 
to ride it harder around switchback Ital- 
ian mountain passes and twisting sea- 
side roads - when you may be relieved 
that the Brembo brakes fitted to the new 
bike have noticeably more bite than 
before, thanks to the Brembo master 
cylinder fitted instead of the Suzuki one 
used before. 











Or Nd water-cooled, DOHC, transverse in-line, 16-valve, four-cylinder 
four-stroke with chain camshaft drive and oil heat exchanger 








But the flat midrange on the old SB6 
has had the ditch in the powerband 
filled in, and the result is a bike that dri- 
ves okay from as low as 4,500 rpm, pulls 
strongly from 5,500-6,000 rpm upward, 
and then delivers an extra kick of power 
at the very top end, between 10,500- 
12,000 rpm, when the engine suddenly 
starts to pick up revs even faster, a bit 
like a two-stroke (but then Bimota 
knows all about them, doesn't it). 

That twin-peaks turbo effect is most 
noticeable in fourth gear - well, you 
might really notice it in fifth, except I 
couldn't find anywhere long enough 
and wide enough to get the bike 
cranked wide open in top gear. The 
power is delivered, thanks to the ram- 
air effect at higher road speeds of the 
fresh, clean charge being fed to the pres- 
surized airbox via the new air intake 
above the radiator. 

Marconi admits that with the revised 
system and the pressurized carbs, the 
bike actually ran worse on the dyno 
than the old one, thanks partly to engine 
heat contaminating the flow of air. And 
it was only once they started testing it 
dynamically with a forced, pressurized 
airflow obtained through forward 
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motion that the benefits of the new sys- 
tem became apparent. 


Everything's relative when you're 
talking Bimota prices, but at $21,793 in 
Italy, including 19 percent tax, the SB6R 
is only some $1,500 more than the bike 
it replaces, which was not only less 
powerful and slower, it also wasn't as 
much fun to ride and didn't have all the 
carbon-fiber gizmos hanging off it - 
though strangely these don't include the 
exhaust silencers, which are in humble 
alloy, not even titanium: why? 

But that price is a bargain in Bimota 
terms, especially in view of the many 
detail improvements aimed at enhanc- 
ing quality, which are evident when you 
look closely at the bike. Like the ana- 
logue instrument cluster, which is digi- 
tally operated, so you have the best of 
both worlds; or the stainless-steel 
sheaths encasing all the wiring; or the 
superior fit of the three-piece bodywork; 
or the clip-on cover to the engine airbox, 
which is quickly detachable, or - well, 
let's just say that the SB6R delivers. 
Value for money, performance, relative 
comfort, rideability and sheer class. Any 
bets on how quickly they break the 
2,000-bike barrier with this one? єх

1996 DESERT CANNONBALL RALLY

CAIRO, EGYPT, OCT. 12-17 
gainst all odds; the irrepressible 
fg Frenchman Fenouil pulled off 
another edition of the Pharaohs 
Rally with his usual flamboyant style. 
Although plagued by international 


political problems which prevented the

ultralights) from crossing 

the border between Israel 

and Egypt, the remaining 28 cars and 19 
motorcycles spent six spectacular days 
crossing some of the most inhospitable 
terrain in the world. 

Billed as the Desert Cannonball, in 
honor of legendary American motorcy- 
cle and car racer Cannonball Baker, this 
abbreviated edition of the Pharaohs 
Rally provided ample opportunity for 
the entrants to test their navigation abili- 
ties, driving or riding skills, mechanical 
expertise and physical stamina. 

My involvement came about when I 
met Fenouil at the initial Nevada Rally 
in 1993. We talked then about Egypt and 
the desert and I knew then I wanted to 
go and see for myself. When Cycle News 
ran a short paragraph in its "In the 
Wind" section about the adventure, I 
immediately made contact again with 





Paris and within days, I was committed. 
I must thank Alhambra Honda for its 
assistance in getting my bike and equip- 
ment prepared. Y 

The rally started at the famous World 
War II battlefield of El Alamein, 80 miles 
west of Alexandria. El Alamein derives 
its notoriety as the place where the 
Allied forces stopped German Field 
Marshal Rommel's march to Cairo dur- 
ing the North African campaign of 1942. 

From EI Alamein, the course headed 
due south over gently rolling, desolate 
desert terrain, absolutely barren of vege- 
tation. Initially slated as the first special, 
test, this section had to be a transfer, or 
"raid" section, due to the lack of suffi- 
cient helicopters to transport the med- 
ical team. The night was spent at the 
first of the oasis bivouacs, Bahariya, 175 
miles to the south. 

Although the special test did not take 
place, the first day still provided the 
entrants with a day of riding where they 














could hone their navigation skills with- 
out the handicap of racing at high 
speeds. 

The second day, and first special test, 
was to be the first real racing opportuni- 
ty, and it was all the contestants had 
signed up for. Although the entire day's 
riding was generally in a southern direc- 
tion, there were ample opportunities to 
get lost or bogged down in the endless 
miles of skyscraper-sized sand dunes, 
rock gardens and open desert tracks. 

The special test ended at Dumm El- 
Dabaid, an ancient Roman fort, deep 
within the most desolate desert I have 
ever seen. There was not a stick of grass 
or sagebrush, not an obvious drop of 
water, nor anything else that would 
have sustained life in any form. 

Although I am somewhat informed 

"of the methods with which desert life 

takes advantage of every survival, 
opportunity, there was nothing in or 
"around these ruins which would have 
encouraged anyone to stay for long. It 
was a complete city, lost in the endless 
desert, deserted for 2,000 years. 

Spaniard Jordi Arcarons (KTM), win- 
ner of the recent Paris-to-Beijing Rally, 

was first overall and first bike, with Ital- 
ian Fabrizio Meoni (KTM) hot on his 
‘tail. Guido Naletti, also from Italy and 
riding a big, green Kawasaki, followed 
Meoni by a half hour. 

The bivouac areas were reminders of 
boyhood dreams of Arabian nights. The 
main tent was red cloth with bold Islam- 
ic designs. Inside was a catered dinner 
of Egyptian sausages, chicken, lamb, 
pasta, fruits and my favorite dessert, 
baklava. The camaraderie and bench 
racing was punctuated by the sound of 
repaired vehicles racing their engines 
and the chant of Muslim prayers. Rac- 
ers, support personnel, the medical 
team, caterers, mechanics, the press, 
Arabs, Egyptians, Israelis, Europeans, 
myself (the lone American) - all together 
in the desert night. 

Day three was a 390-mile run to Abu 
Simbel on Lake Nasser in southern 
Egypt, almost on the border with Sudan. 
Abu Simbel is famous as the site where 
the United Nations, in 1956, helped the 
Egyptian government to keep the 
ancient temple of Ramses II from being 
inundated by the water rising behind 
the Aswan High Dam. Through a con- 
certed international effort, the entire 
temple was raised over 200 feet from its 
original location. 

The riding was easy, if not long, with

high speeds across the endless waste. At 
one point, the desert was so flat I felt as 
though I could see the curvature of the 
earth. An endless plain of featureless 
sand melding with the horizon of blue 
in every direction. 

The key to this special test was navi- 
gation. Although it was easy to follow 
the tracks of the faster riders, often their 
tire marks would pass through hard 
pack or windblown sand, which would 
Obscure the trail. The nice part was there 
were no other tracks than our own. It 
was almost like being the first skier on 
new-fallen snow. 

Ten miles from the first gas stop, I 
came across Arcarons' KTM parked in 
the endless desert. I learned only later 
that the engine had expired. With 
Arcarons out of the race, the lead was 
deeded to the indefatigable Meoni, with 
Haletti less than a half-hour back and 
Jutta Kleinschmidt piloting her BMW to 
third. 

The next day was a rest and recuper- 
ation day, and an opportunity to visit 
the temple of Ramses II. It was absolute- 
ly incredible to realize that this temple 
was over 3,000 years old, and the colors 
on the inside walls are still vibrant. 

The riders and pilots also had an 
opportunity to meet Hosni Mubarek, 
the president of Egypt, as he made a 
special trip from Aswan to meet with 
the participants of the rally. That 
evening, we celebrated our passing over 
the desert with a-candlelight dinner in 
front of Ramses' shrine. I had to pinch 
myself to realize where I was, what I 
was doing and who I was with. 

The following day started what 
Fenouil called the “Crazy Cannonball.” 
This portion of the rally was a 790-mile 
trek across open desert, back to Cairo. 
The first leg led us back to El Kharga 
over much of the course of day three. 

At El Kharga, all racers were 
required to rest and recoup for two 
hours. They could then start again and 
ride until sundown. At sundown, the 
racers were required to stop and

remain in place until sunrise the fol- 
lowing morning. The idea was to give 
all riders and pilots the opportunity to 
spend the night in the desert, and many 
did. 

Unfortunately, a strong headwind 
and soft sand caused me to run out of 
gas 18 miles short of resupply. After sit- 
ting in the desert for three hours before 
finally getting some gas, it took all my 
riding skills to get into Kharga before 
sundown. . 

At sunrise the next morning, Girard 
Tillette and I set out to complete the 
"Crazy Cannonball" and return to 
Cairo. The day consisted of endless sand 
dunes punctuated with rock fields. Sand 
dune riding is not exactly my forte, and 
my antics gave my new friend Tillette 
much humor. At one point, I decided 
that I wasn't going to get stuck at the 
crest anymore by slowing down, so I 
would gas it all the way to the top. 

Of course, this was the dune that had 
an invisible steep drop off just over the 
top, which I only discovered when I 
launched myself off the edge. Unfortu- 
nately, a pair of firefighters from Lyon, 
France, driving a Range Rover, tried to 
follow my tracks and ended up destroy- 
ing their car and had to be airlifted to 
the hospital in Cairo. 

At 3 o'clock that afternoon, Tillette 
and I completed the Desert Cannonball 
on a hillside a short distance from the 
first night's bivouac at Bahariya. In a 
way, the climax was an anticlimax. 
Fenouil gave me a hug and shook my 
hand, but the real Cannonball was back 
in the endless waste of Egyptian desert.

Meoni won the "Crazy Cannonball” 
section by 41 minutes over fellow Italian 
Guido Maletti, with Honda-mounted 
Karim El Maadi of Egypt bringing hon- 
ors to the hometown fans in Cairo. 
Meoni ended up taking the overall rally 
win, with Maletti in second almost two 
hours back on elapsed time. Raz Hamen 
from Israel came in third, just over five 
hours behind the leader. 

As I packed my bike the next day, I 
recounted the real soul of the rally - the 
days packed with riding, excitement, 
navigation exercises, new friends, new 
sights and a new appreciation of the 
birthplace of civilization. Rallies are 
hard work and the real value of them, 
for the also-ran like myself, is in the 
memories, and often those memories 
take some time to congeal. Even today, 
only a short time after my experiences in 
Egypt, I still can’t believe it was me in 
the desert. 

I didn’t bring home any prize money 
or trophies, but I did bring home an 
appreciation of the differences between 
myself and people from other lands, and 
also the similarities. It seems to me that 
motorcycle riders, especially dirt bike 
racers, are pretty much the same every- 
where. €N

Production resumes at Cagiva 

Mounting speculation about the future of 
Cagiva in the wake of the sale of a con- 
trolling interest in Ducati to the Ameri- 
can TPG investment house has been par- 
tially answered - at least in the short term 
- by the news that production is set to 
resume at last at the Varese factory after 
a six-month shutdown, which itself fol- 
lowed a sustained period of short-time 
working. 

First, 1,000 military bikes based on 
the W12 four-stróke single will be built 
to satisfy existing orders for the French 
and Italian forces, before production of 
the Ducati-engined Grand Canyon 900 
launched at the recent Cologne Show 
begins. іп May. Before that, a second pro- 
duction line will be restarted, building 
the 125cc Mito-framed N1, which made 
its public debut a year ago in Milan. The 
bike's 15-bhp power output makes it a 
potential moneymaker under the new 
European laws recently introduced, 
which allow bikes with a maximum such 
output to be ridden on a car license, 
without any need for a separate bike test. 

Production of the Cucciolo 50cc big- 
wheel scooter, scheduled to have already 
begun at Cagiva's CZ subsidiary in the 
Czech republic, is still stalled, though - 
presumably for lack of finance. But Cagi- 
và sources insist that development of the 
four-cylinder F4 in both 750 and 900cc 
forms is back on line, aiming for a Sep- 
tember launch at the 1997 Milan Show. 
(Worth noting that this has been brought 
forward two months from its traditional 
November date, and will now take place 
from September 16-21 - a move brought 
about by the aggressive stance taken by 
the organizers of the Paris Show opening 
September 26, which threatened to 
deprive Milan of acting as the launch 
pad for any new models from major 
manufacturers. Make a note in your 


diary.) 


And Husky makes two 

Alongside the apparent signs of a Cagiva 
comeback is an even more solid Husq- 
varna revival, with production restarting 
early in the new year of the full range of 
off-road bikes, on two production lines 
(one two-stroke, the other four-stroke), 
with a target of building 5,000 bikes in 
the first six months of 1997. There's no 
shortage of customers for the Husky 
range, which exactly parallels Ducati in 
that there were people eager to part with 
their money for the bikes, but no cash 
with which to build them. The Ducati 
takeover by TPG - and whatever the win- 
dow dressing, make no mistake that the 
Americans are very much in charge, with 
four seats on the seven-man board of 





directors - has unlocked a brighter future 
for Husqvarna, with suppliers paid off so 
production can recommence. The new 
electric-start engine with balance shaft 
and oil pump launched at Cologne won't 
go into production until next September, 
though - so the bikes it'll be powering 
will be 1998 models. 


Rosa leaves Cagiva 

The upsurge in activity at Cagiva's 
Varese base comes in the wake of reports 
in the Italian financial press that the Cas- 
tiglioni family is presently trying to 
attract outside investors for up to 50 per- 
cent of both the Husqvarna and Cagiva 
marques. This would entail floating 
them off as separate companies, just as 
was done with’ Ducati - the 
takeover/buy-in of which provides a 
model for the same operation with the 
other two marques. 

Claudio Castiglioni - now rumored to 
have taken over sole control of Cagiva's 
motorcycle operations by buying out his 
brother Gianfranco's half-interest - has 
fiercely denied this, denouncing the 
reports as pure speculation. Time will 
tell. But meanwhile, Castiglioni has part- 
ed company with Cagiva's respected 
engineering director, ex-Ferrari engineer 
Riccardo Rosa, who has now left the 
company and whose whereabouts are 
presently unknown. Rosa's departure 
will be a bitter blow to Cagiva, since he 
had overall charge of the F4 engine's 
R&D, and having previously run Cagi- 
va's 500cc GP technical operation for sev- 
eral years, was to be a key figure in the 
marque's proposed debut in World 
Superbike racing with the four-cylinder 
F4 in 1998. 


Moto Guzzi set for superbike wars - 

One year behind Cagiva in development 
of a superbike for road and track, but 
catching up fast, is Moto Guzzi, set to 
return to the race track in 1999. With the 
company's future underwritten by the 
Finprogetti financial consortium which 
took over its operation last year, Guzzi's 
expansion plans call for a huge program 
of investment in the aged Mandello fac- 
tory on which work has already begun, 
leading to a substantial increase in pro- 
duction from the present 6,000 units a 
year up to 20,000 by the year 2000. 

Moto Guzzi boss Arnulfo Sacchi plans 
to underpin this by launching 14 new 
models over a five-year period, of which 
the V-10 Centauro, Daytona RS and 1100 
Sport EFI already in production are the 
first, with the 750cc Ippogrifo launched 
at the Cologne Show heading up the next 
wave of new bikes. But these models are 
all fitted with various fuel-injected ver- 
sions of Guzzi's trademark shaft-drive 
transverse V-twin motor first launched a 
quarter century ago, either in pushrod 
two-valve form or high-cam four-valve 

ise. 

The new Guzzi engine currently 
under development by chief engineer 
Angelo Ferrari is completely different, 
and though it will initially only be used 
in the top-of-the-range superbike with 
which Finprogetti plans to rebuild 
Guzzi's competition credentials and capi- 
talize on the marque's glorious sporting 
heritage, the new motor will spawn a 
series of derivatives in the next millenni- 
um, underwriting the continued evolu- 
tion of Guzzi's model range. But these 
new models won't be too different. 

“It’s vitally important that we 
shouldn't lose Guzzi's strong sense of 
technical identity and individual appear- 
ance," says a company insider. "The new 
superbike will be very recognizably still 
a Moto Guzzi." 





For this reason, designer Ferrari is 
retaining the current engine's transverse 
V-twin format, but with the cylinder 
angle narrowed slightly to around 75 
degrees to produce a more compact lay- 
out (necessitating the use of a balance 
shaft) and the cylinders inclined for- 
ward about 20 degrees to improve pack- 
aging and increase front-end weight 
bias. This will also allow a steep down- 
draft angle for the Weber/Marelli EFI 
fitted to the liquid-cooled eight-valve 
engine, which may have chain rather 
than belt drive to the.two double-over- 
head camshafts. The design will be a 
true DOHC format, rather than the 
high-cam layout of the present Daytona 
motor, and will feature an extractable 
six-speed gearbox and - yes, chain final 
drive! 

The engine has been designed as a 
true load-bearing structure, which will 
enable the front and rear suspension to 
be essentially bolted to it (upside-down 
forks and a single-sided swingarm with 
rising-rate linkage), with a GP-style com- 
posite material subframe for the single 
seat. But it's unlikely the exhausts will 
exit under the seat as on the 916 Ducati, 
because of the difficulty in obtaining the 
correct tuned length - a problem which 
continues to afflict the superbike version 
of the 916, but which Ducati is ham- 
strung by marketing reasons from alter- 


ing. 

Styling of the new Guzzi will be radi- 
cally aggressive - a truly muscular yet 
sleek V-twin sportbike, the street version 





of which is expected to make its debut at 
the 1999 Milan Show. 

And with his supercar design experi- 
ence, thanks to previous stints as devel- 
opment engineer at Lamborghini and 
chief engineer at Bugatti bracketing his 
time at Laverda, Angelo Ferrari will be 
incorporating the latest in four-wheeled 
technology into the new bike, which in 
competition form will most likely include 
pneumatic valve gear in order to obtain 
Ducati-beating horsepower. 

The new Moto Guzzi is a very serious 
project on which Finprogetti plans to 
place heavy emphasis, because of the 
future application of the overall format to 
the whole of the Guzzi range. Guzzi guru 
Dr. John Wittner (now back in full-time 
employment at the factory after the Fin- 
progetti takeover) is the man charged 
with bringing this project to life - itself a 
continuation of the abortive liquid- 
cooled V-twin Guzzi race project he 
worked on five years ago for Alessandro 
de Tomaso. This time around, it seems 
certain the next-generation Moto Guzzi 
engine will get built - and Italy’s most 
historic bike factory will return to the 
race tracks with a works team in three 
years’ time. 


A Beemer for World Superbike? 

It seemed too much of a coincidence 
when it first surfaced in the wake of the 
confirmation that the “other” manufac- 
turer of shaft-drive transverse-twin 
motorcycles was planning a competition 
comeback, but a persistent rumor from

uperbikes are go. After the 
fantastic spectacle provid- 
ed by the Kawasaki- 
mounted Go-Show of Anthony 
Gobert and his supporting cast 
in the final race of the 1996 
World Superbike Championship 
at Phillip Island, when four dif- 
ferent makes finished in the first 
four places and the hitherto all- 
conquering Ducati twins didn't 
even make the rostrum, the 
future of top-level four-stroke 
racing looks better than ever. 
Which must explain. why 
there are so many other manu- 
facturers lining up to join in,

besides the four Japanese and one Italian factory already involved at the world 


level. Count 'em: 


Bimota (Suzuki TL1000 V-twin powered SB8 due in a year's time); Moto Guzzi 
(see above); BMW (ditto); March (four-cylinder Melling-designed 750 slowly taking 
shape); Aprilia (RSV1000 60-degree V-twin with ultra-compact Rotax-developed 
DOHC motor due next year); Cagiva (Massimo Tamburini's design work on the F4 
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impeccable sources in Europe insists 
that BMW also is working on a liquid- 
cooled superbike version of its Boxer 
flat-twin, which will herald the German 
company’s return to racing in a solo 
class for the first time since the late '50s. 

But in spite of inevitable factory 
denials, it seems the rumor may indeed 
be true, with BMW’s bike division man- 
agement under its youthful new boss 
Michael Ganal determined to extend the 
German marque's model range upward 
with an all-out sport version of the fuel- 
injected R1100 eight-valve motor, which 
also would be raced as a means of pro- 
moting the marque's image and expand- 
ing its market. 

If true - and at this stage its existence 
is unconfirmed - BMW engineers will be 
picking up again on the fuel-injected 
Boxer superbike project they were work- 
ing on back in 1991, before it was can- 
celed by top management. That bike 
used a Nico Bakker alloy chassis fitted 
with a Telelever front end to house the 
prototype R1100 motor in liquid-cooled 
form - rather than the oil/air cooling of 
the production bike - and was fitted with 
four-valve desmo cylinder heads. Noth- 
ing wrong with that: Remember that 
BMW's German rival Mercedes-Benz 
won two Formula One car world titles 
with a desmo engine back in 1954/55, 
before the first desmo Ducati ever exist- 
ed! 

But if the BMW board under its new 
boss has indeed picked up on the super- 
bike idea again, it would make sense to 
retain this design feature, to help in get- 
ting competitive horsepower. And a 
desmo motor would be a powerful mar- 
keting tool in promoting BMW's sporting 
credentials and the technical sophistica- 
tion of a street version of the bike. Only a 
rumor at this stage - but the same source 
allowed me to reveal the existence of the 
New Boxer twin in prototype Bakker- 
framed guise and the Bimota-chassised 
K1200RS four just launched at Cologne 
several years before the bikes made their 
debut in the marketplace. Three out of 
three? 


Excelsior-Henderson... Walkinshaw? 
Another of the growing links on the R&D 
front between car and motorcycle com- 
panies has come to attention - but this 
time a rather unlikely liaison which is 
nevertheless very much alive. In addition 
to their high-profile F-1 Arrows race 
effort next season with reigning World 
Champion Damon Hill, and their well- 
publicized liaison with Kenny Roberts in 
developing KR's new three-cylinder 
500cc GP bike, British car magnate Tom 
Walkinshaw's TWR R&D operation is 
understood to be collaborating with Min- 
nesota-based brothers David and Daniel 
Hanlon in reviving the Excelsior-Hender- 
son name via the launch of their all-new 
Super X custom bike which was unveiled 
and ridden in public for the first time at 
the '96 Sturgis Rally. 

Production of the new 1386cc custom 
bike with fuel-injected DOHC 50-degree 
V-twin eight-valve motor is scheduled to 
begin for the 1998 model year in a spe- 
cially built factory unit in Belle Plaine, 
Minnesota. Some 150 employees are pro- 
jected for the start-up of operations, 
building 4,000 bikes a year, rising to a 
work force of 500 after five years, with 
the launch of the preproduction versions 
of the new range scheduled for Daytona 
in March. Five prototypes are believed to 
have been built so far, one of which is 
currently in Britain being put through its 
paces at TWR's Oxfordshire base in order 
to refine performance and prepare it for 
production. сч

ROCKFORD, IL, DEC. 6-7 
he PJ1 National Arenacross 
( ] Series by MSR/ Answer came to 
^. the MetroCentre of Rockford for 
the last round of 1996, and four different 
riders came away with wins. 

With the halfway mark of the series 
fast approaching, the points race is heat- 
ing up. The leader at the midseason will 
receive $10,000 of the $100,000 PJ1 
points fund. 

For a change, points leader Chad 
Pederson was not among the winners. 
In fact, the Chaparral Yamaha/ Axo/ 
FMF/ Atomic 22-backed Pederson could 
only muster one podium finish all week- 
end, a third in Friday's 125cc main. 

Pederson still came away with a 29- 
point lead over Team Thor/Honda/Pri- 
mal Impulse's Buddy Antunez, who did 
score a win in the 250cc main Friday but 
spent much of the weekend picking 
himself up off the ground. 

Cliff Palmer had a couple of solid 
rounds, scoring a fifth, two thirds and a 
win in Saturday's 125cc main on his F&S 
Racing Suzuki. It solidified his hold on 
third place in the points race. Yamaha of 
Troy's Todd DeHoop started off bril- 
liantly with a win in the 125cc main Fri- 
day, but soured the rest of the way, with 
a ninth being his next-best finish. 
DeHoop now holds down sixth in the 
points over fellow first-time winner 
Grayson Goodman, who fared a little 
better on his RRP Yamaha, but still only 
had a single podium finish. 

Antunez's teammate Denny Stephen- 
son is lurking in fourth in the points. 
Stephenson overcame a bout with the

flu to gain two seconds, a third and a 
sixth. 

Unique to the series is the SBS Brake 
Dash For Cash races at each round. The 
top six 250cc qualifiers run for a guaran- 
teed $100 plus what ever additional 
funds announcer Robbie Floyd can 
solicit from the crowd. Friday it was 
over $600 and Saturday $790. Palmer 
won Friday while Stephenson topped 
Saturday's dash. Also involved is a 
$5,000 SBS Dash points fund that will 
pay $2,500 to win. Stephenson holds a 
narrow two-point lead over Pederson in 
that category. 


FRIDAY 


Fast qualifier Mike Jones proved his 
choice of starting from the middle was 
the right one as he blasted his Kawasaki 
to the front of the 16-lap 125cc main. 
DeHoop, Jeromy Buehl and points 
leader Pederson formed the line right 
behind. Antunez and Palmer were 
locked in a battle over fifth. 

Jones' turn at the lead was halted 
when he bobbled big time in the horse- 
.shoe. Jones dropped to third behind 
DeHoop and Buehl as Pederson's main 
title contender, Antunez, challenged 
Pederson for fourth. The challenge last- 
ed but a lap, however, as Antunez also 
bit the dust in the horseshoe. 





The brief test from Antunez got Ped- 
erson going, and he took third from 
Jones on lap six. The top three positions 
were set with Buehl closing on DeHoop. 

^] closed on Todd when he made a 
mistake in the rockers, then I made à 
mistake there too," Buehl said. “It felt 
weird out there. At the halfway point I 
was in second and still had him in sight. 
It's been a long time since I’ve been on 
the podium. I just started to ride for sec- 
ond." 

DeHoop was the picture of concen- 
tration as he held a solid lead- into the 
late stages of the race. 

“Yamahaaa,” exclaimed the Yamaha 











































of Troy/ Bell/ Answer-sponsored 
DeHoop after he pulled his helmet off 
for the all-Yamaha-mounted victory cir- 
cle. ^I felt smooth. Lapped riders were 
getting out of the way and everything 
worked. Every week we are getting a lit- 
tle better, but you can't get any better 
than this. I kept telling myself to stay 
smooth. This is Arenacross; anything 
can happen." 

After taking two tumbles, Antunez 
was running right with the leaders 
although he was a lap down. Antunez 
dropped back from Buehl right into 
Pederson's lap. 

"Buddy got in there and kinda' 
messed me up, but I can see his point," 
Pederson said. "We are just trying to do 
the best we can and get podium finish- 
es. 

Jones held on to fourth over Cliff 
Palmer and Denny Stephenson. 

Stephenson led the 20-lap 250cc main 
into turn one. As the field packed into 
the first turn, Jones and Ty Wallace tan- 
gled and eliminated themselves from 
contention. Palmer held second over 
Brad Woolsey and Pederson. A short 
distance back were Antunez and Good- 
man. Stephenson looked to be in con- 
trol, but he started to wear down about 
seven laps into the race. З 





Antunez was definitely the rider on 
the gas as he methodically worked his 
way to the front. He caught Stephenson 
one lap short of the halfway point and 
wasted little time taking control. 

“Buddy showed me a tire and then 
went by," Stephenson said. "I've been 
real sick all day and couldn't keep any 
food or even water down. Obviously he 
wasn't going to get as tired, so I just 
said, ‘Go for it; I'll just follow.’ I'm just 
real happy to be on the podium." 

Palmer also closed on Stephenson, 
but the laps ran out, and he finished in 
third. 

“I was trying to think where I could 











make a pass," Palmer said. “I saw where 
Buddy got around and thought I would 
try the same spot. I gave it 100 percent 
to get around but just couldn't do it," 
Palmer said. 

Antunez was in total control over the 
last half of the race, moving through 
lapped riders well ahead of the field. 

“Lapped riders were a little hard to 
get around, but it turned out,” Antunez 
said. "Unfortunately for Denny, he has 
been sick. I had it yesterday but got over 
it quicker. This would have helped in 
the points, but I hit the dirt twice in the 
125 (main)." 

The 50cc main was a close affair as 
Cody Gilmore held off Robert Loire and 
Chad Blank for the win. All three were 
Cobra-mounted. 


SATURDAY 


In Saturday's 125cc main Palmer 
proved the arenacross adage: holeshot, 
holeshot, holeshot. Palmer took control 
from the start and pulled to a command- 
ing lead. 

"]t felt great to get out front and run 
away," Palmer said. "The start was 
everything, then I just had to stay 
smooth and not make any mistakes." 

Jones held down second as Antunez 
and Stephenson disputed third. 
Stephenson got by Antunez on lap five 
and quickly closed on Jones. That con- 
frontation lasted but a lap as Stephenson 
made a mistake and dropped back 
behind Antunez. 

"| made a mistake over the big dou- 
ble, and that really set me back," 
Stephenson said. 

Back in the field Andy Bowyer and 
Pederson carried a race-long battle for 
fifth to the end. Bowyer withstood Ped- 
erson's best shots to take fifth. Stephen- 
son was not done as he made a last-lap 
pass work on Antunez. 

“He left me room and I just got by,” 
Stephenson said. "I didn't stuff him or 
anything. We race each other hard, but 
we kind of nodded as I went by." 

After Stephenson's brief challenge, 
Jones rode fairly uncontested to second. 

“I never look back, I don't know 
what was going on back there," Jones 
said. "I'm just glad to be on the podium. 
I've had a lot of close races and falls this 
weekend. Cliff is a nice guy. If I had to 
finish second, I'd just as soon it was to 
him." 

The 250cc main was much the same, 
only it was Goodman on his RRP/ Acer- 
bis/ Yamaha, who dominated the race. 
Goodman got the holeshot and pulled to 
a huge lead, but the racing was very 
intense behind him. 

"I'm ecstatic right now," Goodman 
said. "I got a perfect start, I thought 
maybe everybody else's gate didn't 
drop. We've really got our program 
together, and I've got a new mechanic, 
Billy Bell, who wants me to win about as 
bad as I want to." 

Stephenson broke out in second with 
Jones, Pederson, Antunez, Palmer and 
Bowyer close behind. 

Jones muscled his way into second 
on lap five. As the tight pack hit the 
horseshoe on the next lap, Jones and 
Stephenson renewed acquaintances. 
Both riders blamed each other, but it 
was Jones who came away the big loser. 
Jones scrambled back to finish the lap in 
seventh place. Stephenson held a safe 
second for a short time, but was soon 
joined by Antunez. They were followed 
by Pederson, Palmer and Bowyer. Jones 
was holding DeHoop and Buehl off a 
short distance back as the leaders start- 
ed to run into lapped traffic. 

On lap 13, Pederson made it a three- 
rider battle over second. One lap later,

"I thought I could 
catch him (Goodman), but he was really 
running strong. We're in this for the 
points. I learned the first few races that 
you don't have to win all the races. We 
made both podiums tonight."

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called me, my mom answered 

and when she told me later that 
afternoon that he had called, she was 
practically in tears," said Scott Sheak in 
reference to the day he received "the 
call" from Team Honda. 

"They called me, and of course, I was 
totally shocked by the phone call," 
Sheak said. "At that time - it was the 
weekend before the Millville National - I 
was negotiating with Suzuki and it was 
really going well. Then I got that phone 
call from Honda and it kind of shook me 
up a little bit. They really wanted me 
bad, and that was about all it took. It all 
happened real quick." 

The last time I spoke to Scott Sheak, 
from a journalistic perspective, he was 
a journeyman, empty-pocketed priva- 
teer traveling the United States in a 
box van and, at times, living in it. Pret- 
ty glamorous, huh? Scraping nickels 
and dimes together in an effort to 
make it to the next event, Sheak lived 
the life of the true American motocross 
privateer. 

Eking out a living with some minor 
support from American Suzuki and a 
host of other sponsors, he kept the faith, 
never gave up, and plodded away, man- 
aging to crank out some eyebrow-rais- 
ing results along the way. A National 
moto win at Mount Morris, three top- 
three overall scores at the Gainesville, 
Mount Morris and Southwick Nationals, 
in addition to a solid fourth overall in 








the 1996 AMA 125cc East Region Super- 
cross Series, soon had the factory team 
managers lurking within the shadows of 
his well-worn box van. 

And then it happened. All of the hard 
work and tenacity paid off in a big way. 
In early August, the most prolific and 
powerful motocross team in the world - 
Team Honda - came calling on the 22- 
year-old native of upstate New York. 

From the time they first started rac- 
ing motorcycles at the 1959 Isle of Man 
TT, Honda has been home to some of 
the greatest motorcycle names in histo- 
ry. From legendary Grand Prix road rac- 
ers Mike Hailwood, Freddy Spencer and 
Mick Doohan to motocross and super- 
cross icons Roger DeCoster, Bob Han- 
nah, Rick Johnson, Johnny O'Mara, 
David Bailey and now Jeremy McGrath 
and Steve Lamson, Honda has been a 
veritable Hall of Fame to the greats. 
Now Scott Sheak has his chance to join 
that elite pantheon. His days of a hand- 
to-mouth privateer existence are now 
behind him. 

Will he miss the eternal struggle of 
being a privateer? 

"| don't miss the hard times, but it's 
all part of trying to make it to where I 
am now,” Sheak says, somewhat philo- 
sophically. “It’s a lot of hard work and I 
put as much as I could into it. I knew 
what I had to do and I went out and did 
it. I have always been very positive, and 
now it has all paid off. 

"I've arrived at the dream that I have 
always had in the back of my mind. I've 
gotten to the point now where I have to 
set my goals higher and think about

things I want to do now. It's a wonder- 
ful feeling. I have accomplished some- 
thing that has taken a long time; but I 
made it, and it feels great." 

All through the 1996 season, Sheak 
had fans wherever he went. From the 
smoky, klieg-lit, beer-soaked stadiums of 
the AMA Supercross Series to the rough- 
and-tumble U.S. National motocross 
tracks, the American race fans were very 
aware of the true-to-life, David-and- 
Goliath story of Scott Sheak. 

“People pull for people who earn 
something, or work hard for some- 
thing,” Sheak proclaims in regard to all 
of the fans that came out to cheer him on 
against the might of the U.S. factory 
teams. “And I sure did that. Now that I 
have landed at Team Honda, they don’t 
see me for where I am at; they see me for 
what I have done and how I have gotten 
there. My fans give me a lot of credit.” 

In this day and age of American pro- 
fessional motocross and supercross rac- 
ing, it is not uncommon for a young 
racer to receive back-door support from 
the factories at a very young age. In fact, 
a number of today’s current crop of rac- 
ing superstars were supported - by one 
factory effort or another - from their 
days on 50cc minicycles all the way 
through to the professional ranks. 

Not Scott Sheak. While he did receive 
a smattering of support here and there, 
he arrived at the level he is at today the 
hard way - by earning it through hard 
work and determination. 

Does he appreciate his new-found 
fame and fortune more than those who 
may have it a bit easier? 

“I’m not too sure about other people; 
as for myself, I appreciate it so much," 
says a genuinely grateful Sheak. "It 
makes me feel so much better when I go 
to the gym, or I'm with my trainer, or 
out practicing. I have a little cushion 
now. It really makes me feel better 
about working very hard and putting 
everything into it. 

“When I was a privateer, I was 
always looking ahead at striving to get 
to the position I am in now. Now I’m at 
that position, and I am doing the same 
hard work that I was doing as a priva- 
teer. I feel like it has all paid off. 

“Now I take the combination of the 
two,” Sheak says. "I've got the ride that I 
wanted and I’m putting my work ethic 
and motivation toward what I have to 
do. I'm putting it all together. Like 
before, when I was struggling, I was 
scrapping for whatever I could. That's 
the big difference between being a facto- 
ry rider and being a privateer - every- 
thing that you have to deal with in being 






















a privateer is really hard. Now I have to 
kick back and concentrate on what I 
have to do. Everything is given to me to 
win which makes it a lot easier for me." 

With any new venture in racing 
comes the harsh realities of remarkably 
different surroundings. New people, 
new machinery, new race clothes, new 
mechanic, new lifestyle, new responsi- 
bilities and new expectations are all 
mind-boggling elements Sheak now has 
to contend with as he gets up to speed 
as a member of Team Honda. How has 
it gone thus far? 

“Honda has been great," Sheak says 
enthusiastically. “All of the people have 
been so good to me. That goes along 
with the amount of work I put into it. 
Now I have what I need - a great bike 
and a great team. I’m not intimidated at 
all and the team is not putting any kind 
of pressure on me. I know that I have 
the best equipment and the best people 
behind me." 

To help Sheak adjust to his new job at 
the factory, a veteran mechanic has been 
plucked from the high-speed world of 
the Honda road race department and 
teamed up with the new recruit. 

“My mechanic is Bobby Winedorf, 
who just came over from the Smokin’ 
Joe’s road racing team where he 
wrenched with Honda road racers Steve 
Crevier and Mike Hale,” explains Sheak, 
who appears to be very much at ease 
with the unique pairing. “We get along 
really great. He’s a real nice guy and 
real determined and he has really been 
on top of everything so far.” 

While Sheak pulled down some out- 
standing results in the 1996 AMA 125cc 
National Motocross Series, his super- 
cross results were a bit more suspect. 
Although he finished a creditable fourth 
in the AMA 125cc East Region Super- 
cross Series overall point standings, 
Sheak didn’t exactly set the world on 
fire in that discipline of the sport. How- 
ever, that said, Sheak now has his nose 
to the grindstone in an effort to become 
a major threat in the stadiums. 

“Since I’ve been out here, we’ve been 
practicing, practicing, practicing super- 
cross,” Sheak declares. “I plan on doing 
way better than I did last year. In 1996, I 
only practiced supercross six times all 
year. That six times was the most I had 
practiced supercross in my entire life. Now 
I have access to a factory-prepared super- 
cross track and the best people behind me 
in testing. I really feel that I have gotten so 
much better thus far. I plan on doing real 
well in supercross this year.” 

Inconsistency is a problem for a num- 
ber of American privateers, and for 








Sheak in 1996, the situation was no dif- 
ferent. Even though there was a moto 
win and a number of stunning podium 
results, there were a few weeks during 
the season where Sheak was completely 
absent from the results page. What type 
of challenges does the privateer face in 
fighting to stay in front of the heavily 
supported factory riders? 


"There's a few things," Sheak 


explains. ^I was trying really hard and 
really preparing myself. However, it was 
hard with the privateer schedule I was 
on. I was really up and down. It is real 
hard to be a privateer and be able to com- 
pete with the factory guys every week- 
end. Obviously, that is the advantage 
that they have on everyone else. They are 
on top of everything each and every race. 

"It is real hard to do that as a priva- 
teer. It takes a lot of years and effort to 
figure that out. As a privateer rider, it is 
hard to get all of that down. I did the 
best I could, but yeah, I was inconsistent 
at times. There is so much to be said for 
being prepared for every race." 

Now that he has arrived and set up 
shop in the opulent new Honda 18- 
wheel race transporter, Scott Sheak has 
to face the music and pull the results the 
factory expects of him. While Sheak will 
face new pressures, and be held totally 
accountable for his actions, it isn't like 
he hasn't had to earn his keep before. 

"I want to be the champion in every 
class I ride,” proclaims Sheak, who will 
ride on his own in the AMA 125cc 
Supercross Series, and in tandem with 
defending AMA 125cc National Cham- 
pion Steve Lamson in the Nationals. “I 
want to win. I want to win races and I 
want to be a champion. This team is 
going to help turn me into a champion. 
That is where I am setting my goals. I 
have always been good at motocross 
and not so good at supercross, so I am 
trying to improve my supercross skills 
and keep my outdoor motocross skills 
sharp. I want to be right up front with 
Steve Lamson in the 125cc Nationals. 

"They haven't come out and said it,” 
Sheak continues, "but I would imagine 
those are probably Honda's goals as 
well. They want to see me win in super- 
cross and be right up there with Steve in 
the Nationals." 

Scott Sheak won't be alone as he 
charges toward his factory destiny. Rid- 
ing along with him will be the thou- 
sands of fans who cheered on the hard- 
charging privateer in 1996. It is no great 
secret that American race fans enjoy see- 
ing the underdog succeed, and now that 
Sheak has landed at Team Honda, he is 
getting a well-deserved taste of the fame 
and attention that go with it. 

"I'm starting to get used to the atten- 
tion a little bit more," Sheak says. “Of 
course, people come up to me а lot more 
and I'm getting a lot more popular. 
That's a lot different to me because I 
usually just keep to myself. But I'm 
dealing with all of it pretty well. People 
really seem to be pulling for me. It 
makes me feel real good. I like that." 

So will the newest member of the 
most powerful and prestigious factory 
effort in worldwide motorcycle racing 
take his place among the immortals of 
the sport? Only time will tell. However, 
until that question is answered, Scott 
Sheak is going to do everything it takes 
to make the very best of the opportunity. 

"I'm really fortunate to be where I 
am, so I want to make the best of it," 
Sheak declares. "It's a feeling that I can't 
explain - it's just really cool. I am very 
fortunate to have this opportunity and 
chance with Team Honda. I'm very 
proud of that." єх

hile everyone else was out racing 
from mall to mall, P ome the 
| crowds, trying to get their ist- 
mas shopping done, Paul Krause 
and Willy Musgrave were at Racing 
Enterprises' Carlsbad Christmas Grand 
Prix fighting lapped traffic. Krause and 
Musgrave turned in two back-to-back 
duels during the Vet and Open races at 
the famed Carlsbad Raceway. Lapped 
riders played a large role in the outcome 
of both races, giving Musgrave the Vet 
victory and Krause the Open win. 
Racing Enterprises Motorsports set 
up a five-race schedule for its annual 
Christmas Grand Prix. Besides racing all 
day, riders were treated to $1,000 in 
prizes and gifts awarded by raffle. Raf- 
fle tickets were included in each entry, 
but those riders who brought canned or 
non-perishable food donations were 
awarded with additional raffle tickets. 


The Christmas spirit of giving was in 


the air, but perhaps the most-enjoyed 
gift of the day for race fans came during 
the 250cc race when Team Kawasaki's 
Ryan Hughes showed up on the starting 
line 


Each race was a live-engine start with 
the racer's left hand placed on the hel- 
met. When the green flag dropped, the 
250s sprinted 30 yards to the first turn 
which hairpinned around a tire. The 
absence of a starting gate did not affect 


` Hughes in the least as he wasted little 


time getting the jump on the rest of the 
field. 

Gassing it hard out of the first turn, 
Hughes shot past the Honda mounts of 
Tony Amaradio and Lars-Eric Larsson, 
taking the lead with more than 50 Pro, 
Intermediate, Junior, and Beginner 250s 
in tow. 

Hughes opened up a clean 15-second 
lead by the end of the first lap, manag- 
ing to stay out of the foot-deep mud ruts 
that were littered all over the four-mile- 
plus course. Armradio charged in at sec- 
ond with Larsson not far behind within 
striking distance. By the third lap, 
Hughes had gained a 40-second lead 
over Amaradio, despite having to pick 
his way through lapped riders. : 

Larsson fell off the pace of the sec- 
ond-place battle, leaving Amaradio 
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unchallenged in a sea of lappers. When 
it was over, Hughes took the checkered 
flag, but many of the other riders felt 
like winners watching Ryno's lines and 
technique as he lapped them. 

Traction seemed to be the familiar 
word of the day at Carlsbad, and as the 
125s and 80s took to the starting line, 
there was plenty of it. Some thought it 
was a miracle, others thought it might 
have been a gift from Santa, but all 
agreed it was a nice change from the 
normal hard-packed Carlsbad circuit 

Lined up on the fourth row behind 
the 125s and 80s was a special class cre- 
ated for the Cycle News staff. Every year 
the outcome of the Carlsbad Christmas 
GP serves as a race for bragging rights 
among the staffers, and this year was no 
exception. 

When the first row, made up of the 
125cc Pros and Intermediates, left the 
starting line, it became very evident to 
the Cycle News staff that no one would 
be bragging of an overall race win. 
Yamaha-mounted Dustin Nelson raged 
from the first turn and beyond, followed 
by the Suzuki of Chris Wheeler and 
Team Green mechanic John Braasch. 
With the top three practically decided 
by the second turn, reality set in as the 
fourth row - made up of 15 editors, pho- 
tographers and ad salesmen - awaited 
the dropping of the green flag. 

Associate Editor Kit Palmer ran away 
with the Cycle News win aboard a 
KX250. The battle behind him, however, 
went on for all four laps of the race. Per- 
sonal Watercraft Illustrated (sister publica- 
tion of Cycle News) Associate Editor Jeff 
Hain motored his way into second on a 
KX125 in front of the 250cc Gas Gas of 
Assistant Editor Cameron Coatney, the 
CR125 of Advertising Manager Forrest 
Hayashi, the CR250 of Associate Editor 
Scott Rousseau and the YZ125 of Editor 
Paul Carruthers. 

The staff threw mud on one another 
all over the course, exchanging roosts at 
every corner. Carruthers went down on 
a grassy, rutted straightaway, giving 
contributor Matt Freeman fifth place 
aboard his YZ250. As Coatney and 
Hayashi diced, Freeman sneaked up on 
the duo to get in on the battle for third 
place. 5 

On the third lap, Coatney got held up 
by lappers in a rut, and Hayashi 
grabbed third down a rutted back

straight. Hayashi 
didn't stop there as 
he took second place 
after Hain overshot 
a turn. Hayashi's 
third-lap sprint 
secured second in 
the Cycle News class, 
followed by Hain 
and Freeman, who 
eventually got 
around Coatney on 
the pavement sec- 
tion of the fourth 
and final lap. Rousseau had a charge 
going after an earlier stall but settled for 
sixth at the checkers. New Media direc- 
tor Mark Mitchell got seventh, Car- 
ruthers took eighth, National Accounts 
Manager Terry Pratt finished ninth and 
Managing Editor Mark Hoyer rounded 
out the top 10. 

The racing got closer and more 
intense as the day went on. The Vet race 
set off a battle between motocrosser 
Musgrave and desert racer Krause that 
went on all the way into the Open race. 
On the track it appeared as if the two 
racers had a personal vendetta against 
one another, but at the finish they were 
all smiles. 

"| got a 10th-place start,” said the 
Team Green rider Krause. "At the end 
of the first lap, I passed Brian Schmuckle 
for second." 

Krause was not satisfied with second 
by any means. Musgrave, aboard a 
CR250, had built up a comfortable lead - 
too comfortable maybe. Krause and his 
big KX500 reeled in Musgrave and 
passed him toward the end of the sec- 
ond lap. From there on, the gap between 
first and second places was never larger 
than two bike lengths. 

Krause fought off several attempts by 
Musgrave to regain the lead all the way 
to the white flag. As the two sped off 
into the back section of the course, it 
was anyone's guess who would be the 
victor.

by," Krause said. "I tried to pass one of 
them and kind of just fell over with the 
bike on top of me. I was trying to get up 
and Willy went by me and looked at me 
like, ‘What happened?’ I just shook my 
head and he went by me.” : 

Krause did not give up there. He 


quickly got back on the bike and pinned 
it until he caught up to Musgrave again. 
Musgrave came out of the final turn 
with Krause on his tail as the two staged 
a drag race to the finish-line jump. Mus- 
grave got the edge, finishing first even 
though Krause practically dived across 
the finish line and barely escaped a 
crash from the hard landing. “Just a few 
more feet and I would have had him," 
Krause said. 

The outcome of the Open race would 
tell who'd been naughty and who'd 
been nice as Musgrave and Krause lined 
up once again to settle the score. Mus- 
grave, who turned in his 250 for a 
CR500, pulled the holeshot, followed by 
Krause and the XR600 of Tim Staab. 

At the third turn, Krause cut in tight 
trying to dive inside of Musgrave. The 
pass didn't stick because the two nearly 
collided, allowing Staab a shot at the 
lead. The racing was that close at the 
start and remained that close to the fin- 
ish. Staab eventually dropped off the 
lead pace, leaving first and second to 
continue their race-long grudge match. 

Musgrave held onto the lead all the 
way to the white flag. At nearly every 
corner for three laps, Musgrave went 
wide and Krause went in tight, but he 








could never make the pass. At one point 
on the white-flag lap, Krause fell about 
five bike lengths back because of lap- 
pers. Fortunately for Krause, Musgrave 
had his own problem with lappers. 

"Over in the mud bogs, there are 
only a few lines and if people get stuck 
in them, you're screwed," Krause said. 
^Willy got bottled up just like I did in 
the Vet race and I just went around him. 
Then it was my turn to battle lappers." 

Lapped traffic was not the only thing 
Krause had to battle. Musgrave caught 
up to Krause's rear wheel before the 
checkered flag, but this time Krause 
used the lappers to his advantage by 
putting other riders between him and 
Musgrave. At the finish, it was Krause 
taking the checkered flag. 

“We're even now," exclaimed 
Krause, who had nothing but praise for 
the race. "The course was awesome, 
great traction for Carlsbad. There was 
traction everywhere." 

Most riders had the same reaction as 
Krause. Even the guy dressed as Santa 
Claus, who looked like someone had 
used his beard for traction, was all jol-

GENEVA, SWITZERLAND, DEC. 7-8 
"eff Emig needed just a second and 
a fourth place in the final rounds of 
| the World Supercross Champi- 
onship at the Geneva Palexpo as 
Kawasaki took a clean sweep of the first 
four places in the series, but it was Mike 
Craig who swept all before him in the 
Swiss arena to take his supercross win 
streak to five straight since switching to 
the ‘97 aluminum-frame CR250 in 
Genoa, Italy. 

“I love the bike, it’s unreal," the 
Honda of Troy teamster said. "I've got 
one at home for practice, arid we have 
machined my factory forks to fit the 
clamps. None of the other Honda riders, 
including Jeremy (McGrath), like it, 
though. It doesn't feel like a Honda any- 
more and I guess they need time to get 
used to it." 

Craig thus became the only two-time 
winner in the seven-race series, and his 
maximum haul lifted him to fifth in the 
standings behind Emig, American 
Kawasaki teammates Ryan Hughes and 
Damon Huffman and World Champion 
SebastienTortelli, the only non-Ameri- 
can regular in the first dozen points 
positions of the series. 

Emig was taking no risks, only doing 
enough to clinch the title. 

“We just brought a few special parts 
with us here and the Swiss provided the 
bikes," Emig noted. "Kawasaki USA has 
been great. It was real surprising. Our 
team manager, Roy Turner, was really 
interested for the three of us to do well 
in the series, and the whole team - both 
those of us who have come over and 
those who had more work to do at home 
because of it - have put in a great deal of 
effort. 





"Kawasaki even flew over our com- 
plete factory bikes to Paris," he contin- 
ued. ^We already had a great bike 
before the series, but we have been able 
to test things and they are just awe- 
some now. You can practice all you 
want, but there is no substitute for 
actual racing. 

"This has been great preparation. I 
concentrated on getting consistent fin- 
ishes and just building up my speed 
gradually so that I will be able to go 
consistently faster when we get to 
America. I see this win as a stepping 
stone to winning the AMA title. 

"There's no money for winning the 
world SX title,” Emig observed, "and I 
guess it doesn't mean too much to the 
folks back home in America, but it's 
important to me. I entered the series 
wanting to win it, and I’ve ridden seven 
hard races to do so. I enjoy racing over- 
seas, and I can now call myself a world 
champion. I've felt really strong all 
series. Tokyo wasn't so good - I was sick 
all week - but still I got a good result. 

"Okay, there have only been a few of 
us who have raced every round," he 
continued. "But part of the reason that 
the others dropped out was because we 
had beaten them. It would have been 
nice if they had been there to the end -

perhaps that will change if they get a 
series prize fund in the future.” 

Jeremy McGrath, champion for the 
past two years, was not present. Series 
coordinator Xavier Audouard said that 
"Jeremy had another poor race last week 
in Italy, and American Honda asked him 
to stay home and get his form sorted out." 

After spitting his pacifier out in 
Tokyo, Damon Bradshaw also stayed 
home. Other absentees were Larry Ward 
- who broke a leg while testing before 
Tokyo - and Greg Albertyn, who had to 
return to South Africa to renew his U.S. 
visa prior to a Suzuki test session with 
Japanese technicians. Their absence 
meant that Kawasaki was assured of the 
title, but Tortelli was too far back in the 
points to pose a realistic threat, so it was 
down to the three U.S. teamsters. 

Two of them got a shock in their 
heats on the first night. Emig went 
down in the first turn, while Huffman 
also started badly in heat two and could 
get no higher than fourth. 

While Hughes, the winner of an 
excellent race with Craig in the opener, 
could sit back and relax, his teammates 
both had to appear an hour later to 
score easy wins in their semis. 








Craig got an early lead in the main 
and Emig was content to ride for a safe 
second after he was gifted the place 
when Tortelli fell at the end of the 
whoops on lap two. Hughes had been 
on the floor on the first lap and needed 
most of the 20 laps to catch up for the 
pass on Dowd for third, while Huffman, 
also recovering from a lowly 11th on lap 
one, had exited on lap five following a 
midair collision with Pichon. A hospital 
checkup revealed no broken bones, but 
severe bruising to the shoulder and ribs. 

Tortelli provided most of the specta- 
cle, charging back from seventh to third 
before another crash left him back in 
sixth again, but such was the French- 
man's pace that he was right back on the 
rear wheels of Hughes and Dowd by the 
checkered flag. The rest were lapped by 
the impressive Craig. 

Huffman’s exit from the Friday main 
also meant he could no longer be 
champ, while Hughes trailed Emig by 
13 points. The U.S. outdoor champ 
would only need a ninth on Saturday to 
clinch the World title. 

Both title candidates won their heats 
on day two, while Craig came back from 
à fall to push a sore Huffman to the res- 
cue races again, where he was joined by 
the crash-happy Tortelli. 

The Frenchman, ever seeking his lim- 
its as part of the learning process, again 
fell in the final after moving quickly 
from sixth to third, but incredibly recov- 
ered to snatch second to the runaway 
Craig with a last-lap pass on Button 
after the American, an old adversary 
from the '95 GP campaign, had spent 
half a lap using every trick in the book 
to block the frighteningly fast French- 
man. 

The title battle didn't last long. Emig 
gated second to Craig and did no more 
than necessary to stay out of trouble, 
while Hughes had completed the open- 


ing lap eighth after renewed difficulties ` 


in the first few turns on a track which 
was much tighter than previous Palexpo 
layouts. 

Tortelli's fall left Hughes challenging 
Dowd for the vacant third berth, and the 
title was decided prematurely as the 
duo touched in midair on the very same 
jump where Huffman and Pichon had 
done likewise 24 hours earlier. 

As ever, the 125s proved the better 
entertainment, and a full house for the 
second night was assured, despite the 
absence of McGrath, when Swiss 
Philippe Dupasquier handed out a rare 

: defeat to David Vuillemin the previous 
evening. 

It was Vuillemin’s only defeat in the 
four races, however, and he was a clear 
winner of the Coupe D’Europe title. The 
Yamaha teamster will contest the first 
four West Coast 125cc SX races before 
returning to Europe to contest the GPs. 

Main rival Stephane Roncada was 
strangely subdued, but his thoughts 
already were on the Sunday afternoon 
flight to California to join his Troy team- 
mates in preparation for a complete U.S. 
season. i €N

huck Springsteen, brother of for- 

mer three-time AMA Grand 
1 J National Champion and dirt track 

legend Jay Springsteen, left no 
doubt as to why he carries the AMA 
Indoor Ice series number-one plate 
when he swept the heat races and led 
the main for all eight laps en route to his 
second straight victory on the IMA 
Sports Arena ice Saturday. 

“Boy, I go around in circles pretty 
good, don’t I?” Springsteen said. “I just 
get out in front and haul ass, then it’s 
pretty hard to beat me.” 

He went around in circles so good 
Saturday nobody could get close. 

Springsteen’s victory came as no sur- 
prise to most, considering his domina- 
tion on the IMA ice last January at the 
Big Brothers/Big-Sisters annual ice race. 
In that race he won four of five heats 
and the main. Seven-time AMA Grand 


' National Champion Scott Parker, who 


was in attendance at the event, said it 
was to be expected. 





"He's got it working real good right 
now, and he keeps his head down all 
night,” Parker said. “He’s probably the 
most relaxed guy in the whole place. 
Everybody comes out thinking they 
have to beat Chuck, and he acts like he 
just got up in the morning and said, 
"Hey, let's go riding.’ " 

Springsteen's mechanic, Rick Kessler, 
said they'd figured out the winning 
combination. 

^We've got one of the best riders in 
the business and we've got this engine 
massaged just right," Kessler said. 
“When it all comes together like this 
nobody’s going to beat Chuck.” 

But the big surprise of the night was 
the guy trying to make a liar out of 
Kessler. Will Davis, the dirt tracker from 
Goldsboro, North Carolina, came in rid- 
ing a Byron Molloseau-built Honda, and 
in only his second time riding on the ice 
- and his first in an indoor competitive 
situation - Davis left with a second-place 
finish. Davis took a lot of ribbing from

Parker and his Total Control Racing 
teammate Kevin Atherton prior to the 
race. 

"Them boys were taking my money 
on the pool table last night and calling 
me ‘Spot,’” Davis said. 

Atherton said they came up with 
'Spot' because they figured that's what 
Davis would be after the first heat. 

^We told him we'd come down and 
peel him off the wall when he splatted 
on it in the first lap," Atherton said. 

However, at the end of the night 
Atherton was giving his teammate all 
the credit. 

^He's a great short tracker," Atherton 
said. "He knows what it takes, and 
tonight he showed he's a versatile 
rider." 

“Hell, I ain't never even seen a hock- 
ey rink before, except maybe on 
ESPN," Davis said. "The only other 
time I'd rode on the ice, I came up here 
and took Scott's 600 out on the lake, 


went around about four times and bent .

the hell out of the valves. So this is all 
new to me." 

Parker was impressed with Davis' 
effort on the ice. 

“Will's a great rider, and he's used to 
the asphalt and tight tracks," Parker said. 
“But it's a whole new world out here, and 
you have to take your hat off to him." 

Davis' experience on indoor short 
tracks served him well in his ice-racing 
debut. He took two firsts and two sec- 
onds in his heat races, fell in his fifth 
and was in second place from the start 
of the main. 

“Tve been riding short tracks all my 
life so that's what I know,” Davis said. 
"That's on concrete and asphalt, proe 
and it takes a little bit to adapt to this 
surface. The ice was changing all night." 

Springsteen was a touch surprised by 
Davis' performance but wasn't ready to 
give much credit. 

“He finished second? I didn't even 
know there was anybody back there," 
Springsteen said. 


There was no question about Spring- 
steen’s mastery of the ice in Davis’ 
mind. : 

^Damn, that guy gets good hole- 
shots, don't he?" Davis said. "Him and 
that mechanic really got dialed in. I'm 
gonna have to figure out how to catch 
him." 

Gardner Racing/Walters Brothers 
Harley-Davidson rider Dan Butler took 
third on his Molloseau-built Honda 
after hitting the ice in his first three 
heats. 

“We just ran into a little trouble 
early," Butler said. "The bike put me on 
my head the first three races before I got 
it together, but did you see me come 
from the back of the pack in the main?" 

Butler started from the back row in 
the eight-rider main and passed several 
other racers to finish third. 

Mark Wyskiel, riding another Mol- 
loseau-built bike, finished in the fourth 
position to give Molloseau three of the 
top four bikes on the night. 

“Byron is the god of ice racing," 
Davis said. "He builds these bikes, and 
they sit in his garage all year waiting for 
these couple of races." 

Butler was in complete agreement 
over Molloseau's mechanical genius and 
was ready to make predictions about 
next month's Big Brothers/Big Sisters 
race. 

"Byron builds the best bikes in the 
business, and all I gotta do is ride 
them," he said. “I’m coming back here 
next month and winning that race." 

Davis plans on returning to Flint and 
taking part in the Big Brothers/Big Sis- 
ters race as well. 

"I'm definitely coming back for that," 
he said. "I'm tickled to death to get out 
there and race like that. That's real rac- 
ing, man. It's great for the fans and it's 
great for the riders. It's greater than rac- 
ing on concrete." 

Davis wasn't too sure about Butler's 
prognostications though. 

“Danny can say what he wants, but 
I'm gonna be trying to win that race 
too," he said. 

Springsteen was definitely not fazed 
by the predictions. 

"They're going to have to catch me if 
they want to win," he said. 

Another rider who should be chal- 
lenging for the checkered flag in January 
is six-time Amateur National Outdoor 
Ice Champion Craig Pickett, who took 
two firsts, two seconds and a third in his 
heat races and finished seventh in the 
main. 

“We were doing pretty well, but they 
shut off the compressors and the ice 
started to melt a little, and we picked up 
some water,” Picket said. “I thought we 
were a second faster than Chuck, but 
then the engine sputtered a little bit and 
we fell back.” 

Flint’s own Tiffany Long, 7 years old 
and known as “Tazz Tiff,” took the 
main event in the 50cc Kool Kids race. 
Long showed the boys nothing but her 
ponytail and the Tazmanian Devil doll 
attached to the back of her flack jacket. 

Nine-year-old Grant Moreland, a 
three-time 50cc champ on the indoor ice, 
moved up to the 60cc class and contin- 
ued his winning ways, never trailing in 
the eight-lap Kool Kids main. €N

LYNVILLE, IN, DEC. 8 

Кое Sport Motorcycles' Scott 
Plessinger went from a last-place 
start to a first-place finish at 

round four of the Mid-South Winter 

Hare Scrambles Series, the Big Stripper. 

The event, which derives its name 
from the giant earth-stripping cranes in 
the area coal fields, also was attended 
by four-time National MX champ Mike 
Kiedrowski. 

“My mechanic and good friend, 
Shane Nally, lives just about 10 miles 
down the road and he thought it would 
give us some time on the bike since the 
only other race was a supercross in 
Japan last month," Kiedrowski said. 
" Actually, this is my first hare scrambles 
ever." 9 

As the pack of AA riders shot into 
the woods, KTM-sponsored Jason Dahn- 
ers, took the lead and held on for nearly 
the entire first lap, which consisted of an 








approximately 10-mile course. About 
200 yards from the scoring tent, Dahners 
bobbled on a short off-camber uphill, 
and reigning series champion Doug 
Blackwell, on his Sports Cycle Racing 
Yamaha, seized the moment and shot 
past Dahners to cash in on the first-lap 
$100 payback. Promoters split up the 
$800 bonus money donated by the Lynn 
ville Area Dirt Riders and Great Daves 
Performance and Machine so that the 
leader at the end of the first lap got $100, 
the leader at the halfway point got $200 
and the overall race winner got $500 in 
addition to the regular Pro purse. 

"Т tried to stay with him, hoping to 
be.there just so I would have a shot at 
the lead if at all possible," Blackwell 
said. "Because with the number of tal- 
ented riders here, any one of them could 
overall this thing. So it's nice to have 
some gas money early on." 

Kiedrowski, on his Honda of Troy 
CR250, held on to third as the pack of 
Pro riders funneled into the scoring tent. 

"I didn't really know what to 
expect," he said, "except for what my

mechanic told me about the leaves cov- 
ering logs and rocks the first lap because 
of his hare scrambles experience. I knew 
I didn't want to lead early in the race, I 
just wanted to try and stay with the 
leaders and watch and learn." 

Team Green's Mike Sampson was 
fourth as Sarge's Cycle Suzuki's multi- 
time Mid-South champ Robert Patterson 
rounded out the top five. Blackwell led 
early on lap two until his arms pumped 
up and he had to back off the pace. Dah- 
ners and Kiedrowski both got past. 
Plessinger also got past Blackwell as he 
came up through the pack. 

"I just didn't warm my bike up 
enough before the start of the race," 
Plessinger said, "and once I got going, I 
crashed a few times the first lap, but the 
second lap I settled down and got 
going." At lap's end the order remained 
the same as Blackwell held on to fourth 
with Sampson fifth. 

Dahners held about a 15-second lead 
heading out on the third lap until an 
unexpected off-track excursion left him 
on the ground. Kiedrowski, Plessinger 
and Blackwell all passed before he was 
able to recover. Kiedrowski led until the 
bridge crossing that nearly ended his 
and Plessinger's day when they both 
crashed and went into the water. 

^Well, I came down the hill before 
entering the bridge at an angle and just 
slid out,” Kiedrowski explained. “Lucki- 
ly, my bike stayed on the bridge, but I 
went for a dip with one foot in the water 
and my arm stretched out, catching 
myself from going in head first.” 











Plessinger wasn’t so lucky when he 
hit the bridge. Kiedrowski had just fall- 
en and Plessinger endoed trying to stop. 
The bridge was about 50 feet long and a 
foot above the water across a swamplike 
pond. With the temperature being 30, it 
was not a good day for a dip. 

“Luckily, my bike stayed on the 
bridge, but I was in the water wallowing 
around when finally some spectators 
came to my rescue,” Plessinger said. “I 
want to thank them.” 

Blackwell waited for the two of them 
to get up and out of the way because 
there was no way to pass with the peo- 
ple and bikes on the bridge. Blackwell 
passed Scott and shot past Kiedrowski 
in the same section he passed Dahners 
on the first lap, before going on to com- 
plete the third-lap in the lead. 
Plessinger was third, Dahners was 
fourth and Shad Ricketts passed Samp- 
son for fifth. 

Heading out on the fourth lap, Black- 
well elected to stop for fuel, as did 
Plessinger and Dahners, thinking this 
would be the second-to-last lap. The 
promoters had the white flag out and 
the only one to really see it was 
Kiedrowski's mechanic, who then 
waved him on. 

Kiedrowski continued to lead about 
five miles into the fourth and last lap 
when Plessinger and Blackwell caught 
and passed him. They continued to play 
cat and mouse throughout the remain- 
der of the lap. 

“Those guys were taking some short 
cuts on turns and over ravines and 
through bushes,” Kiedrowski said. "T 
just sat back and watched because there 
was no way I would have thought to 
take those lines. It was a real education 
in last-lap strategy woods racing for 
sure.” 

Dahners finished a short distance off 
the lead trio’s pace in fourth as Sampson 
rounded out the top five.

CCS Southwest Sprint Series, Final Round 


Perry 
scorches 
Firebird

CHANDLER, AZ, NOV. 30-DEC. 1 

{ reg Perry earned his second con- 
secutive number-one plate at the 
season finale for the CCS South- 

west Sprint Series held at Firebird Inter- 

national Raceway Sunday, but it was far 

from easy. 

Perry crashed Saturday trying to pass 
Fred Schell on lap three of the GTO race 
when his bike caught fire and burned to 
the ground as Perry tried in vain to put 
it out. Perry crashed at the exit of turn 
11 and slid up to the corner worker sta- 
tion in turn 12 where a fire bottle was 
immediately available, but Perry emp- 
tied the extinguisher and the bike 
caught fire once again and suffered 
extensive damage. 

Only an all-night thrash by Perry and 
friends Terry Tucker, Bruce Jackson, 
Jamie Wittrick and Craig Frank allowed 
him to continue racing and scoring 
much-needed points Sunday with a 
ZX6R built from bits and pieces of last 
year's bike. 

CCS Southwest also honored the sec- 
ond- and third-place finishers in the 
division Sunday with a parade lap after 
the races. John Jewett earned the num- 
ber-two plate with strong, consistent fin- 
ishes in nearly every class throughout 
the year. Jewett, in his first year as an 
Expert, stated at the beginning of the 
season that his goal was the number-one 
plate, but he seemed very happy Sun- 
day with second. 

“T tried really hard this year, but 
halfway through it didn't look like I 
could do it," explained the sponsorless 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, resident. "I 
had lots of problems, but here I am 
today with a number-two plate and 1 am 
really pumped about the whole thing." 

Jewett said that he intends on racing 
next year, but will concentrate on class 
championships and looking for some 
sponsorship money. 

James Romero took third-place over- 
all honors on his Babe's Cabaret-backed 
CBR600. Romero, who hails from 
Tempe, Arizona, also had his share of 
problems over the course of the season. 

“It was a long, hard, haul,” Romero 
said after the races Sunday. At the 
beginning of the season I planned on 
getting a top-10 finish, but halfway 
through I thought I had a chance at a 
top-three until I crashed at Las Vegas on 
Labor day and broke my wrist. I totaled 
the bike and I really owe this number 
plate to Francis Bizzarro, who gave me 
the parts to build another bike. I raced 
with a brace on my wrist at Firebird last 
time. I guess we all (the top three finish- 
ers) had bad crashes this year." 

Although the top three in this seà- 
son's series all had a tough time, none 
could compare to the misfortune that 
struck A.J. Amman, who was looking for 
a number-one plate as the season drew 
to a close. Amman entered 16 classes Sat- 
urday and Sunday armed with his fresh- 
ly prepped and painted 1996 GSXR750 
and a KTM Duke. Amman crashed on 
the hot pit road while going out for the 
first practice session Saturday in a freak 














accident that defied explanation and 
managed to disable his GSXR for the 
better part of the day. 

During the first race of the weekend, 
Amman crashed his KTM trying to pass 
Ed Abdo for the lead during the Light- 
weight Supertwins race and put that 
bike out of commission. Then, his fresh- 
ly repaired Suzuki went down again on 
the warmup lap for the GTO race and 
was extensively damaged in the turn- 
four incident. 

Corner workers were stunned to see 
the bike go down at what they reported 
to be no more than 10 mph. The frame 
was seriously damaged when the steer- 
ing damper tore itself loose. Amman 
decided to pack it in and go home, for- 
feiting nearly $800 in entry fees. In a fit 
of pique, Amman said he was going to 
give up road racing. 

Dale Kieffer, on his Bridgestone-shod 
GSXR750, turned in the quickest laps of 
the weekend on his way to wins in the 
Unlimited GP and Unlimited Superbike 
classes. Kieffer turned a 1:08.57 on lap 
four of the Unlimited GP race while try- 
ing to keep a determined David Duprey 
behind him. Kieffer ended up winning 
by 7.39 seconds.

Lytle makes 
it big

VICTORVILLE, CA, NOV, 16-17 
n a fierce battle with 125cc West 
Coast Supercross hopefuls, Honda 
of Troy-backed Casey Lytle was 
able to take the 125cc Pro class in the 
series finale of CMC's Sunstar Sprockets 
Trans Cal Nationals at the Race Plex. 

In two action-packed races, Lytle 
took on Travis Preston, Spud Walters 
and a host of very fast riders. Racers 
from all over California and neighbor- 
ing states came to the rough and chal- 
lenging desert track to decide once and 
for all who would be crowned series 
champions. Two days of racing proved 
to be challenging for the racers and 
entertaining for the spectators. 

As the gate dropped for the first 
125cc Pro moto, Lytle had the quickest 
reaction time and rounded the first turn 
leading the field, followed by Bryan 
Deegan, Preston and D.J. Sweany. 

An overanxious Deegan crashed dur- 
ing the early stages of lap one, and this 
left the door open for Preston. Lytle and 
Preston battled for most of the race, but 
Preston was the victor when the check- 
ered flew. 

Sweany quickly fell back into the 
field on lap two and eventually finished 
eighth. Motoworld /FMF-backed Dustin 
Nelson showed great promise in the 
early parts of moto one until crashing 
several times. Nelson diced his way past 
Walters, David Evilsizer and Sweany on 
the first lap and looked like he would be 
a threat to the leader until he slid out on 
the third lap. 
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Nelson fought back the entire moto 
and reclaimed third only to crash him- 
self out of the race with only a few laps 
remaining. Walters was able to move 
past Evilsizer to take over third. When 
the race concluded, it was Preston tak- 
ing the win followed by Lytle. 

In moto two, Deegan took the early 
lead, trying to salvage his pride after 
crashing in the first moto. Deegan was 
trailed by Walters, Shane Esposito and 
Lytle. 

Walters rode hard, but not hard 
enough as he fell to Esposito and Lytle 
on the first lap and eventually fell back 
to fifth at the finish. Deegan was on the 
gas and never looked back as he put in a 
wire-to-wire win. Lytle eventually took 
over second to secure the overall. 

Back in the field, it was a race for the 
runner-up spots. Nelson came back 
from a poor start after having to chal- 
lenge Evilsizer, Walters and finally 
Esposito. Nelson slammed his way to 
third by the halfway point and held the 
slot to the end. 

Preston was another rider who had 
to fight his way through the field, but 
ran out of time and had to settle for 
fourth. Deegan took the win, followed 
by Lytle with second and the overall for 
the day. 

In other race action, Edward Herring 
took the 60cc (0-8) class over Jared 
Browne and Adam Kowaiczky. Browne 
scored the first-moto win as Herring 
took the all-important runner-up spot. 
When the gate dropped for the second 
moto, Herring came out swinging and 
won the second moto, taking the overall 
for the day.

Sattlemeier satisfied 
at Florida Trials

Brock Sattlemeier scored an Expert-class win at 
round four of the FTA Championship Series, 
held at Crooms OHV Park. 

In the first four rounds of the series, there 
have now been four different winners in the 
Expert class, Florida's top level. Often dominat- 
ed by one or two riders, the class is now up for 
grabs, with experienced veterans battling with 
aggressive younger riders. Florida has never 
had this many experts vying for the top spot 
with legitimate chances to win. 

The experienced Sattlemeier won this round 
on his new Gas Gas 270. After riding a scenic, 
wooded three-mile loop on a cool, sunny day, 
Sattlemeier said: "That was a great trial. I 
haven't enjoyed myself this much in five years." 

Also in top form was Advanced-class winner 
Brian Jones, who scored a one-point win against 
Brian Short. The Gas Gas-mounted Brians 
swapped the lead several times before Jones 
claimed the win. 

The biggest point spread of the day was in 
the Beginner class, where Jonathon Belle 
dropped only three points to the second-place 
finish of Mike Springer. Belle is one of three in 
his family who ride FTA events, and he may 
soon move up to join his older brother, 10-year- 
old Steven, in the Novice class. 

The Intermediate class is currently the 
largest in the FTA series, and Glen Buzze had an 
excellent ride to continue his substantial lead in 
this class, dropping only 12 points. Buzze gave 
his new Beta some of the credit, but also said the 
wooded, single-track loop and enjoyable sec- 
tions made it fun to ride.

Cole comes through at 
Phillipsville Motocross

The 1996 racing season came to a soggy end in 
Phillipsville when "Rider Appreciation Day" 
became "Rider Survival Day" for the die-hard 
enthusiasts, with Kervyn Cole taking two class 
wins. 

At sunrise, a muddy but ridable track greet- 
ed the racers. But by the first practice, the sky let 
loose and the track quickly turned into a quag- 
mire, all but impassable for the 50s, 60s and 80s. 
By the end of practice, the rain subsided to a 
drizzle, but by then the damage was done. 

All was not lost, however. Coming to the res- 
cue for the Minis was the crew from the 
Motocross Workshop, who volunteered to run 
the Mini program on a small track especially 
created by the Workshop crew for its Saturday 
MX School. This track had a harder clay surface, 
slippery but passable for the small machines, 
but even on the "easier" track, the mud took its 
toll and DNFs were as common as finishes. 

The minicycle racers who managed to slog 
through most successfully were Tyler Dalton 
and John Wilson on the 50s and Ryan Dalton 
and Jhon Bonham on the 60s. In the 80cc class, 
Russel Wallan made easy work of the difficult 
conditions, and the 80cc Novice class went to 
Luke Hall, who topped the rest of the 15 com- 
petitors. 

The bigger bikes raced on the main track, but 
riders opted for one long moto instead of the 
usual two-moto format. This was wise, as the 
track continued to deteriorate to a point where 
just making a lap was a major accomplishment. 

Cole was just about the only racer able to 
complete all six of the scheduled laps. Cole won 
both the 250cc Expert/Intermediate and the 
Unlimited /BTH races by maintaining momen- 
tum and avoiding crashes where others could 
not. 

Ordinarily, Vintage riders like to avoid 
thrashing their machines in abusive conditions, 
but a $100 prize from AAR Auto Body was too 
much for the riders to resist. Of the five starters, 
only three completed the first lap, and only Paul 
Baker and winner Gordon Kuhnle finished the 
race.

Adams adds another at

Seventies Pro Kirk Williams did his best to 
contain Hart in the second 250cc Almost Vintage 
moto, but found out that Hart wouldn't be 
stopped. Williams faded to third after Richard 
Sipp slipped past him to grab second overall. 

Williams and Jesse Buckley filled out the 
Expert portion, while Dale Jacobus, who rode a 
1979 KX250, held off Honda-mounted Jon Mor- 
gan to pick up an Intermediate-class win. 

Hart got a brief challenge from Washington's 
Ron Fish in both of the Over-30 motos, but each 
time out, Hart pulled away convincingly. Fish, 
who rode Mickey Fay's 1974 CR250 Elsinore, 
kept Hart in his sight throughout moto two, but 
Hart's third overall win came with another 1-1 
performance. 

Jacobus posted another impressive perfor- 
mance after topping both Intermediate motos, 
beating John Mattoon and Morgan.

Tracy terrorizes

VANCOUVER, WA, DEC. 15 

Former AMA Expert Todd Tracy continued his 
reign of terror in the Northwest by winning the 
Over 40 and Open Pro classes during indoor 
short track action at the Clark County Fair- 
grounds. 

Lee Jensen and Allen Morinville, both top- 
notch riders in the Over 40 class, could do little 
as Tracy, who finally has gotten his Trackmaster 
650 dialed in, opened up a big lead and held it to 
the finish to continue his current winning streak. 

The day's highlight undoubtedly was the 
nine-rider, 20-lap Open Pro main event, which 
lined up many of the top Expert and Pro-Am 
riders from around the Northwest. Expert Russ 
Lynch put his Rotax out front, but Tracy, a 
transplant from Idaho who now lives in Port- 
land, Oregon, was right there to take it away 
when Lynch got a little too sideways. Tracy shot 
well ahead of the field until George Prindiville 
sneaked through traffic and set up the day's pre- 
miere battle for the lead. 

Jensen and fellow Pro-Am rider Studebaker 
had a similar thing going on behind the lead 
duo, and got a bird's-eye view of the incredible 
finish that saw Tracy win by a wheel over Prind- 
iville. Jensen grabbed third ahead of Studebaker, 
Lynch and Pro-Am rider Brian Paul. 

Chris Celorie also gave an impressive perfor- 
mance. Celorie keeps tearing up the 50cc ranks 
and his dad, former Expert Jeff Celorie, says a 
60cc ride is in the works soon. Not bad consider- 
ing young Chris has only raced competitively 
six times and has won four in a row. Roby Hay- 
cock, one of the top 50cc riders in the district, 
chased Celorie to the finish, but Celorie won by 
a wheel. 

The combined 80/60cc class had a full field 
of riders for the 10-lap final. Oregonian Timmy 
Ricketts ran away with the race just as he had 
during qualifying. Trailing Ricketts was Trevor 
Wharton, until he fell prey to Timmy Haycock. 

Haycock initially was caught up in a tight 
battle with Mark Studebaker and Danny Hazel, 
but broke free and passed 80cc rider Wharton to 
finish behind Ricketts for the top 60cc spot.

week shutdown, we're back in the 
news-gathering business here at Cycle 
News and boy does it feel good.

We congratulate each 
other when the weighty issue gets 
thrown on our desks on Tuesday morn- 
ing, and we slowly begin our two weeks 
of merriment. Life is good. 

And then the biggest news story of 
the year breaks right in front of our 
noses and we have nowhere to print it. 
No newspaper for two weeks. Instead 
we get bombarded with phone calls 
from people trying to tell us what's hap- 
pening - and we're in the uncharacteris- 
tic position of having no way of proving 
to them that we already know. 

I speak, of course, of McGrathgate. 

Naturally we got word that Jeremy 
McGrath was leaving Honda fairly soon 
after the story (or stories) began to leak. 
The phone started ringing, everyone 
from valued contributors to the anony- 
mous caller from his car phone knew 
everything there was to know about the 
New Deal. Between thé phone calls and 
e-mail (an invention I am starting to 
believe may in fact be the work of the 
antichrist), some of the stories were 
pretty crazy while others were fairly 
close to being accurate.

McGrath left Honda 
because they wouldn't pay him his $2 
million a year on a two-year contract 
and they were balking on the part of the 
deal that said he'd be guaranteed 
Honda engines for his Indy car program 
after retirement. Wow! There were also 
stories that Jeremy didn't sign a new 
contract because Honda wouldn't allow 
him to go to Lake Havasu on his off- 
weekends. I would bet that neither is 
true. 

If McGrath is indeed leaving Honda - 
and it now appears as though it's defi- 
nite - he's probably doing so for the 
same reasons the rest of us leave jobs 
and start others. Conspiracy theorists 
beware: It is probably nothing more 
than a simple business decision. 

Even so, it's a big story. Huge, con- 
sidering the subject. 

Jeremy McGrath is arguably the most 
popular motorcycle racer in the world 
right now.

When my 
7-year-old daughter overheard me 
explaining McGrathgate to my wife, she 
chirped in with, ^Will he still have num- 
ber one on his bike?" Enough said.

It has filled the 
series with a breath of fresh air, adding 
some suspense to a series that seemingly 
wasn't carrying a lot of momentum 
heading into the 1997 season. 

People were groaning pre-McGrath- 
gate at the thought of the series begin- 
ning with back-to-back rounds at the 
Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum. Now 
there may not be enough seats to house 
the amount of curious posteriors wait- 
ing in line to find some answers. 

Can McGrath win on a Suzuki? Can 
Honda win without him? 

The answers to those questions will 
come quickly. One thing, however, is 
certain right now: Supercross will win 
big this time around. After all, curiosity 
may have killed the cat, but it has never 
been accused of killing a crowd. 

And so it is with the McGrath story 
that we bring you the first issue of Cycle 
News for 1997. It is a year that brings 
with it much promise for motorcycle 
sport and motorcycling in general. Each 
and every series - both here and abroad 
- seems to be growing daily with 
intrigue as people start to look toward 
the beginning of a new racing season. 
The industry, too, seems to be on more 
solid footing as motorcycle and after- 
market sales continue to rise. 

We're happy to be back, doing what 
we do best - bringing you a weekly dose 
of news. And fortunately, we get to do it
